FIRST LEGISLATIVE DAY 


Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
January 3, 1977 Capitol Building 


At 12:00 o’clock noon, pursuant to the Constitution of the State, the 
Senate of the Forty-fifth Legislature of the State of Montana was called 
to order with Senator W. Gordon McOmber presiding. 


There being no objection, Senator McOmber appointed Nancy Aagenes 
of Wolf Point, Montana, as temporary Secretary of the Senate, the Rever- 
end Frank McCormick of Helena, Montana, as temporary Chaplain of the 
Senate, and David Parker of Billings, Montana, as temporary Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 


With members of the Montana National Guard participating, Posting 
of the Colors and the Pledge of Allegiance followed. 


Invocation by Reverend McCormick followed.

Senator McOmber of District 6 for the Office of President of the Senate 
of the Forty-fifth Legislature and moved that his election carry with it 
the names of Senator Thiessen of District 29 for the office of the President 
Pro Tempore, Senator Murphy of District 40 for Democratic Floor Leader, 
Senator Turnage of District 13 for Republican Floor Leader, Nancy 
Aagenes for Secretary of the Senate, and Reverend Frank McCormick for 
Chaplain, and further, that Senator McOmber’s election shall carry with 
it the appointment of Senators Graham, Flynn, Warden, Galt, Kolstad, 
and Roskie to the Committee on Committees, and Senators McOmber, 
Graham, Norman, Lee, Hazelbaker, Kolstad, Dunkle, and Rasmussen to the 
Committee on Legislative Administration.

and income of the qualified electors of the district, the probable

The 44th Legislature, in approving House Bill 453, suspended energy 
conversion facility siting in Montana until “The Governor of the State 
of Montana has prepared and submitted directly to the next Legislature, 
a long-term, comprehensive state energy conversion policy and plan 
including but not limited to alternative long-term growth goals, a state- 
wide siting inventory, and a proposed siting policy for the coordinated 
siting of energy conversion facilities to meet Montana’s energy needs.” 


In accordance with that mandate, I am hereby submitting for your 
review and careful consideration: A Need for Balance: Montana Energy 
and Growth Policies. 


Throughout its history, Montana has had a cash crop economy. Over 
$9 billion in minerals and precious metals, billions of dollars worth of 
wheat, cattle, sheep and timber have been harvested from this land and 
shipped to buyers in the name of investors, both of whom often lived else- 
where. Men, whose power was their wealth, and nature, whose hallmark 
was her mutability, often unwittingly conspired to make our people feel 
themselves the victims of their own history. 


During the last decade, the people of this state have demonstrated that 
they will take the actions necessary to safeguard their environment, their 
communities and their economy. They have thrown open the doors of their 
government and have subjected its workings to public scrutiny. They have 
established their constitutional rights to become the masters, insofar as 
it is humanly possible, of their destiny. 


Oro y Plata is Montana’s motto; it means gold and silver. Our mineral 
treasure once beckoned to prospectors and miners in search of wealth. 
Later, the expanses of open land in the great northern plains silently 
invited thousands of homesteaders who challenged the American promise 
of land enough for every man. 


Today, our mineral treasure is once again attracting the attention of 
people far from our borders. An energy hungry nation, increasingly 
dependent on foreign sources of fossil fuel, recognizes that Montana has 
108 billion tons of coal, accounting for over one-quarter of the total coal 
reserves in the United States. Thirty-eight billion tons of that amount 
represents over half of the nation’s strippable, low-sulphur coal. At 
present rates of production, Montana’s coal would last over five thousand 
years. 


It remains a cruel paradox, yet a fact of our existence, however, that 
while we in Montana sit atop one of the largest energy reserves in the 
world, we must struggle to resolve our own energy supply difficulties. 


With proven reserves of crude petroleum estimated from 164 million 
to 255 million barrels, Montana — at current production rates — has only 
five to seven years before our supply of crude oil is depleted. Due to pipe- 
line patterns, only slightly more than a third of this amount is available 
to the state’s refineries. 


Fully 43 per cent of the crude oil which we refine, is imported from 
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Canada. The Canadian National Energy Board has sharply curtailed 
exports of crude oil to the United States. From a peak export level of over 
one million barrels a day in 1973, Canadian exports will reach 10 per 
cent of that level by the end of 1978 and zero by 1982. Looking only at 
the effects of refinery closings, Montana would suffer a loss of between 
2,115 and 2,755 workers (primary plus derivative) if the Canadian crude 
oil is lost and no replacement made. In Yellowstone County alone, total 
employment would decline between 3.7 and 4.8 per cent due only to the 
loss of Canadian feedstocks. 


Montana’s industries dependent on natural gas employ over 10,000 
workers. 


Canadian natural gas accounts for about 73 per cent of the Montana 
Power Company’s total sales. Since 1973, the Canadian National Energy 
Board has set maximum annual natural gas export volumes, and by 1986, 
will likely cut off all exports to the United States. And, even at the 1975 
level of production, our known Montana reserves would be depleted in 
17 years. 


The abundance of our coal supply presents us with the opportunity to 
avail our people of their proper share of this state’s non-renewable wealth 
and to contribute to a solution of a severe national problem. Yet, the facts 
concerning current energy supply and demand lay upon us a serious 
responsibility. 


Joseph Kinsey Howard wrote: “Montanans must be opportunists because 
of the precarious conditions under which they live; they must be more 
enterprising and more courageous than the residents of (other) states.” 


Over the years of our history, we have learned to employ great inge- 
nuity and perseverance in overcoming the obstacles to survival put before 
us. All of that ingenuity and perseverance will once again be required 
to ensure today our survival for the future. 


There are those who would laugh at the suggestion that, with one of 
the largest energy reserves on the face of the earth, Montana’s very sur- 
vival is now at stake. They would say that we are sitting upon an undevel- 
oped bonanza: untold riches await us all. 


Yet, basic to survival for the people of this state are a clean environ- 
ment, abundant populations of fish and wildlife, and an agricultural econ- 
omy that is dependent upon the renewal of life, not its destruction. We 
are struggling for the survival of our way of life. The decisions we make 
today regarding development of our energy resources will determine, in 
large measure, whether we will succeed. 


Those decisions must be informed by facts, not rhetoric; they must be 
examined under the light of mutually agreed upon principles, not the 
flickering of emotion; they must be fashioned to serve the basic needs 
of our people for economic security and ample recreational opportunities, 
not to feed consumer appetites already swollen. 


This report, prepared at my request by the Montana Energy Advisory 
Council, under the direction of its distinguished chairman, Bill 
Christiansen, is an important step in that decision-making process. The 
task was massive; it was undertaken without an appropriation of funds 
to support it. In all candor, I must tell you that I shall never again sign 
into law a bill mandating such an extensive undertaking without the 
funding necessary for its fulfillment. 


As the duly elected representatives of the people, the members of the 
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Legislature will build upon this working document a coherent energy 
policy as a general guideline for the critical choices now facing us — 
desperately needed by Montana, and still deplorably lacking at the 
national level. 


Since development of Montana’s resources in a careful and conscious 
manner requires central coordination, a Governor’s Energy and Resource 
Policy Office — the principal recommendation of the MEAC report — will 
be immediately established by Executive Order. That office will expand 
the MEAC roles and provide the chief executive of Montana with expert 
staff assistance on matters of energy and resources, and assist as assigned 
in the coordination of matters crossing agency lines or transcending indi- 
vidual agency capabilities. The specific functions of the office will include 
coordination of energy and resource research; construction and oversight 
of a comprehensive data energy system; coordination of inter-agency, 
energy and resource matters; coordination of a state energy conservation 
program; operation of the state fuel set-aside program; development of 
an emergency energy allocation plan and the capability of forecasting 
Montana’s energy supply and demand. This office will continue to press 
for a strong national position regarding resource development north of 
the border. We cannot tolerate pollution of our air and water — in the 
Flathead and East Poplar Rivers or elsewhere. 


I urge you to approve the $288,000 requested for the next biennium 
for operation of the Energy and Resource Policy Office. 


During the last four years, Montana has become the nation’s leader in 
design and enforcement of environmental safeguards. During the next 
four years, Montana should become the nation’s leader in conservation 
of its energy resources and elimination of waste in their usage. 


At this point in our history, government must demonstrate its determi- 
nation to reduce consumption of all resources — fiscal as well as natural. 
The number one priority and the basic cornerstone of our energy policy 
must be reduction of energy demand; any other course is ultimately sui- 
cidal. 


In that effort, state government must serve as a model of energy conser- 
vation practices. By executive order, I will instruct the Department of 
Administration to specify and put into effect more efficient management 
practices in the operation of existing state buildings. By implementing 
an energy conserving building code, Montana has the opportunity to make 
energy conservation as integral a part of building construction as health 
and safety codes have been for many years. 


Energy waste and rising utility bills place significant economic hard- 
ships on all Montana residents — especially those with fixed and low 
incomes. 


I suggest that the 45th Legislature examine expansion of the Home 
Weatherization Program, and provision of tax incentives to encourage 
renewable energy conversion at private residences and businesses. Only 
one utility in Montana — the Great Falls Gas Company — has offered 
its customers the low interest loan program for conservation measures. 
The Legislature should consider ways to make this program easily acces- 
sible across the state. 


“Governments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” So wrote Thomas Jefferson 200 years 
ago in our Declaration of Independence. His words contain a profound 
truth for every free self-government still existing on the face of the earth. 
For, without the consent of the governed, the programs which we propose 
and initiate will surely fail. 
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I have submitted to the Appropriations Committee a budget item for 


| the Lieutenant Governor’s office that would provide $56,000 over the next 
| biennium for the Citizens Advisory Committee on Energy. That committee 
| will promote citizen participation in every aspect of energy planning and 
| development, will explore conservation and renewable resource energy 
| development alternatives, and will monitor the energy supply and demand 
| situation. 


Montana needs a consistent and comprehensive policy to guide the 


| future siting of energy facilities. Under the provisions of the Major Facil- 
ity Siting Act, state involvement in the siting of energy facilities has been 
| limited to the evaluation of individual facility applications for specific 
| sites. This process has not provided the state or potential applicants with 
| a frame of reference for evaluating the relative suitability of a proposed 
| site. Nor has it encouraged comparison of proposed sites with potentially 


suitable alternatives. 


We must not permit this situation to continue. The Governor’s Energy 


| Resource and Policy Office would centralize a data file to facilitate inter- 
| governmental coordination in land use and resource management pro- 
| grams. Legislation will be introduced to authorize earlier filing of notice 
' of intent to submit an application for a certificate of environmental 


compatibility and public need; and to require development criteria for a 
statewide siting inventory. 


Montana’s existing energy transportation systems play a fundamental 
role in distributing energy both within the state and the region. Rapidly 
increasing demands for Montana coal by consumers in other states will 
necessitate increased rail transportation or new coal transportation sys- 


_ tems, such as the coal slurry pipeline. Failure to strengthen our transport 


system may increase pressure on Montana for in-state conversion of our 
resources for export. 


Water remains a precious resource critical to the maintenance and 
development of our agricultural economy. State government should sup- 
port the existing railroad system as a means of exporting coal and should 
seek assurance that the public safety is not jeopardized by increased rail 
traffic. I will request the Department of Highways to consider safety 
hazards at highway railway crossings, in applying the coal tax funds given 
to the Department. 


We must plan for the real possibility of coal development exceeding the 
capacity of the state’s transportation system. 


Due to Canadian curtailment of crude oil and natural gas exports, 
Montana must replace that energy supply. 


The Legislature should endorse the Northern Tier Pipeline as a means 
of replacing the Canadian crude oil supply which is gradually being 
phased out. A pipeline built on American soil and using Alaskan crude 
oil is desperately needed to continue bringing feedstock to our refineries. 


The Legislature should formally endorse the timely construction of a 
pipeline system to deliver natural gas directly from Alaska to consumers 
in Montana and other states. 


The people of this state have proven time and again that they know 
best the needs of their land and economy. In the past, we have also demon- 
strated our willingness to contribute, far beyond the minimum required 
of us, to the amelioration of national emergencies. 


I affirm the constitutional right of the people of Montana to determine 
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their own destiny in the broad framework of national priorities as speci- 
fied by the United States Congress. Neither the energy companies nor 
federal bureaucrats huddled two-thirds of the way across the continent 
know the complexities of our needs and aspirations. 


The past two administrations in Washington showed little regard for 
the feelings and desires of western people about energy development. That 
is why ten western Governors formed the Western Governors’ Regional 
Energy Policy Office, an organization of which I now serve as chairman. 
Our purpose was to formulate policy and express emphatically to the 
Administration and Congress that the development of our energy would 
be on our terms, not the federal government’s. 


The new President is a just and humane man, thoroughly versed in the 
problems of state government. We expect that recent federal attempts to 
usurp traditional state authority in matters such as utility siting and 
water management will halt at his direction. 


I ask the Montana Legislature to express its support of a federal strip 
mining bill that would recognize and fund enforcement of state recla- 
mation legislation, where more stringent than federal counterparts, on 
federal land and mineral holdings. I understand Senator Metcalf’s pro- 
posal does exactly that. 


Furthermore, I reiterate my adamant opposition to reduction of Mon- 
tana’s coal severance tax. For the first time in our history, our people 
are obtaining a just return for use by others of the mineral wealth of 
this state. 


The debate concerning load-center conversion versus mine-mouth 
conversion has been heated and prolonged in our state. I believe that 
Montana should continue to encourage load-center conversion of our coal. 
Conversion within Montana should be for Montana needs, and I believe 
we should make a firm commitment to the development and use of renew- 
able energy. To that end, I request amendment to the Alternative Energy 
Act to allow state funds for research in more efficient coal conversion 
processes, such as the MHD program in Butte. 


I strongly oppose the use of our state as a dumping ground for radio- 
active waste, and I urge the Legislature to join me in expressing strong 
disapproval. 


Uncertainty concerning a supply of natural gas adequate to meet the 
needs of Montana consumers requires exploration of potential sources of 
future supply. An important first step in this regard would be enactment 
of a tax incentive to encourage additional discoveries of potential Montana 
natural gas reserves for delivery to Montana consumers. 


There is a lack of consensus as to the point in time when Montana’s 
demand for natural gas will exceed its supply. While most experts agree 
this will take place sometime between 1985 and 2000, it is very difficult 
to estimate future Canadian curtailments, the extent to which Montanans 
will conserve energy, the conversion of industrial plants from natural gas 
to coal or electricity, new discoveries of natural gas, and alternative 
energy sources. 


I agree with this statement in the MEAC report “Precipitous action to 
meet an imagined natural gas shortage is indefensible. Inaction in the 
face of a real natural gas shortage is irresponsible.” 


Two weeks ago at the Holy Rosary Hospital in Miles City, there 
occurred an emergency which may be a premonition of the future in 


} 
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Montana. With 15 minute’s notice, the hospital supply of natural gas was 


cut off, and the hospital was forced to utilize its emergency reserve of 
fuel oil. 


The ultimate solution to this potential crisis does not lie exclusively in 
any one area. We must take action — voluntary and regulated — to reduce 


_the demand for natural gas and to increase the supply of nonrenewable 
_ and renewable forms of energy to replace it. This administration will not 


play Russian roulette with the future well being of our state’s natural 


gas users. 


Having carefully studied all the information and data available, I 


_ believe it would be irresponsible to dismiss consideration of any potential 


source of energy. One unproven, but potential, source of energy is the 
conversion of coal to synthetic natural gas. 


While I am not advocating that Montana build a coal gasification plant, 
I do favor Montana seeking federal funds to investigate the various 
technologies, environmental compatibility and siting of a plant to serve 
only Montana’s needs. 


If the funds are received and after the feasibility study is completed, 
the 46th Montana Legislature would participate in review of its findings 
and help determine what further action would be appropriate. 


Any direct involvement by the State of Montana in a coal gasification 
plant must be supported by a federal guarantee and legislation contem- 
plating this involvement should reflect that guarantee. 


We must choose between the survival of our state as we know it, or 
its banishment into memory. Not since the time of Joseph Dixon has 
Montana state government faced opportunity more bright or responsibility 
more grave. 


In our collective hands are held the fragile natural life of our land, air, 
water and wildlife and the agricultural economy which sustains our qual- 
ity of life — recognized by many as the highest in the world. We must 
promote a vibrant economy to supply jobs for all our people, while we 
protect the healthful, natural environment which remains our most 
cherished legacy. 


House Bill 453 requires of you a response to these policy recommenda- 
tions. I urge you to review them with care, solicit extensive public 
comment, and adopt the legislation necessary to protect the integrity of 
our state, now and in the future.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Title 89, Chapter 36, R.C.M. 1947, I am pleased to 
transmit to you Renewable Resource Development program recommenda- 
tions for grants and/or loans to governmental entities of the State. 
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Total recommendation for grants has been limited to the estimated 
balance remaining in the Renewable Resource Development Bond Sinking 
Fund Account after deducting the estimated debt service requirements 
and operating expense. This is in keeping with my recommended policy 
that the proceeds from the authorized bond sale should only be used for 
loans and not for grants. 


The sale of bonds authorized by the act has been delayed pending the 
outcome of litigation required to remove any constitutional question con- 
cerning the bond issue. The District Court has upheld the act and this 
decision has been appealed to the Supreme Court. It is anticipated that 
a final determination of the matter will be arrived at prior to June 30, 
1977, 


It should be noted that legislation being considered by the current Legis- 
lation Session would affect the recommendations. House Bill No. 156 
would modify the loan provisions of the act by removing the $100,000 
limit on loans made to governmental entitites. Senate Bill No. 48 would 
repeal the Renewable Resource Development Program, thereby terminat- 
ing the entire program. 


The time for submission of applications was held open until the first 
of January to allow as much time as possible for agency applications. The 
late closing time has precluded any large scale printing of all of the mate- 
rial presented with the application. 


Attached are summaries of the recommended projects. The Department 
of Administration will furnish copies of the project applications to the 
Committee that is assigned to review the recommendations. The Commit- 
tee will no doubt wish to have the applicants present further information 
and answer any questions that may arise in the review of the recom- 
mendations. 


It is recommended that Legislative approval of recommended projects 
be made in a special appropriation bill which would indicate the specific 
amount for each project approved and whatever conditions or restrictions 
the Legislature may wish to impose.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
January 28, 1977

Dear President McOmber: 


During the years of this decade, Montana has demonstrated that democ- 
racy can work to serve efficiently the expressed needs of the people. We 
have cause to take pride in the accomplishments of the last several years 
in the areas of environmental protection, care for the mentally ill and 
retarded, economic development, government management and education. 


Those of us who have had the opportunity to serve Montana during this 
period know fully and well that the advances made in these and many 
other areas were achieved at the direction of the people of this state. By 
approving Executive Reorganization and the new state constitution, by 
enacting sunshine laws, by speaking to their government directly through 
the Public Forums and the Citizens’ Advocate, the people of Montana have 
returned control of state government to themselves. 


As the elected representatives of the people, the Legislature fixes the 
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policy and determines the direction of state government. To define specific | 
areas of concern and to broaden the discussion in which all the people ~ 
of Montana are engaged during this session, I am submitting today to 
the members of the Montana Legislature and to the public it represents © 
a document entitled, Montana Governor’s Policy Initiatives. ; 


These Initiatives identify the long-range goals according to which the | 
Executive Budget was fashioned. This document contains my recom- | 
mendations to you and to the people for the actions which I believe must 
be taken in the next six years to protect and improve our quality of life. 


During the decade of the 1960’s, government growth exceeded growth | 
in private sector employment by over seven times. During the upcoming | 
biennium, if the Executive Budget is approved by the Legislature, the | 
total number of full-time employees in state government will actually be | 
reduced. The policy initiatives also specify that in order to provide a ratio- 
nal basis for program analysis under the growth limitations which we 
have set for ourselves, our principle of free market solutions being — 
preferrable to government action should be applied. 


Furthermore, because their responsibilities are often changing, agencies 
should continually evaluate their internal organizations and make 
adjustments to improve services, cut costs and consolidate programs. 
Therefore, we will continue our zero-based budgeting program and force 
all agencies to re-examine from top to bottom their service programs. The 
private sector has been for many years concerned with improvement of 
productivity, but only recently have efforts been initiated to assess its 
significance in government operations. Therefore, we are taking steps to 
develop realistic measures of productivity and to increase its rate of 
improvement in Montana’s state government. 


We must carefully plan the development of our local communities. By 
mandating review of their forms of local government, the people have 
begun this process. Contained in the policy initiatives are several steps 
which, I believe, should be given the utmost consideration in undertaking 
an effort to improve local government in Montana. At the same time, I 
believe that Montana should encourage orderly development at the com- 
munity level and make certain that state agency activities have a positive 
effect on that process. 


Montana has one of the highest standards of living in the United States. 
This standard, however, is not measured wholly in economic terms; it 
takes into account our clean air and water, our abundant supplies of wild 
life, and our unparalleled array of recreational opportunities. We have 
a responsibility to create job opportunities at a rate sufficient to provide 
employment for all Montanans. To achieve that goal, we must identify 
areas suitable for increased economic growth and activity, taking into 
consideration the existing economic base, availability of materials and 
energy, labor and market factors, transportation, existing market demand 
and pollution control requirements. We must guide economic growth in 
such a manner that Montana’s agricultural economy will be protected and 
nurtured. Agriculture’s land base and supply of water must be secured. 
We must examine domestic and foreign markets for our agricultural 
commodities and technology. Our energy resources must be developed in 
accordance with these principles. 


Montana’s concern for the future is reflected in the high priority it has 
placed on education. With declining enrollments at the elementary and 
secondary levels and with decided shifts in the job market, we must adjust 
our efforts in education accordingly. Included in the Policy Initiatives are 
examples of the types of effort required for improved management of 
educational resources in Montana. 
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The purpose of the human services system in Montana is to assure each 
and every resident of the state a social and physical environment in which 
the opportunities for human growth and development are maximized. 
Currently, components of Montana’s human services system are contained 
in several agencies of state government, a fact which compels careful 
coordination and management of the systems resources and programs. 


I believe that continued progress in providing care and treatment for 
_the developmentally disabled in Montana will be secured through com- 
munity based programs, which are allowing patients to receive the help 
they need in the least restrictive setting. Such efforts will continue to 
receive vigorous encouragement and support by this administration. 


This administration defines good health as “a state of physical, mental, 
and social well-being and the ability to function, and not merely the 
absence of illness or infirmity”. We are working to restructure the public 
health program in Montana to emphasize preventive and educational 
health services. The leading causes of death in the nation are heart 
disease, cancer, stroke, and accidents. These sources of mortality can be 
reduced in effect by improving the quality of our environment and, in 
some cases, changing our behavior patterns. It should be the primary 
_ purpose of Montana’s public health system to initiate the steps which will 
produce these results. 





With over 100,000 persons in Montana sixty years of age and older, 

_ we must take advantage of the experience, talent, and energy which these 

_ people have to give to our society. All of them wish no more for themselves 

_ than the opportunity to continue to lead their lives with dignity and in 

a state of independence. It is critical for our future and for theirs that 

we provide them with as much support and assistance in attainment of 
that goal. 


All Montanans want their communities to be safe places in which to 
live. The state’s highway traffic safety, consumer protection, personal 
safety protection, and criminal justice efforts must work toward achieve- 
ment of that goal. We must streamline the clearance by arrest process. 
We must continue the Police Officers’ Standards and Training Program 
to maintain effective and fair administration of justice at the community 
level. We must consolidate our detention facilities and develop minimum 
security facilities to provide incarceration and rehabilitative treatment for 
youth in trouble. 


Montana is geographically the fourth largest state in the nation. Trans- 
portation, therefore, plays a critical role in economic development and 
should be viewed like any other activity that involves the use of economic 
resources. The Highway Department’s needs study for 1975 through 1994 
indicates an immediate demand for improvements on nearly 3,000 miles 
of primary highways at an estimated cost of $682 million. 


Within the next two weeks, we will launch the Montana Future pro- 
gram. Dr. Ken Tiahrt of Montana State University, under contract with 
the Office of Budget and Program Planning, will conduct a scientific 
survey of citizen attitudes in our state. The survey will seek citizen opin- 
lon on issues affecting service provision by the various levels of govern- 
ment, public safety, higher education, energy development and conser- 
vation, transportation, agriculture, land use, and water rights. The survey 
will be sent to 6,000 randomly selected Montanans. 


I hope that the Policy Initiatives and the results of this survey will be 
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useful to you as you discuss the decisions that will affect our people for, 
this year and for many years to come. |

(3) a pooled investment fund, including all other accounts within 
the treasury fund structure established by section 79-410; 


(4) a fund consisting of gifts, donations, grants, legacies, bequests, 
devises and other contributions made or given for a specific purpose 
or under conditions expressed in the gift, donation, grant, legacy,

In the event the 
legislature appropriates any part of the principal of this fund by 
vote of three-fourths of the members of each house, such liquidation

((5)) (6) such additional investment funds as may be expressly 
required by law, or may be determined by the board of investments 
to be necessary to fulfill fiduciary responsibilities of the state with 
respect to funds from a particular source.’ 


Section 8. There is a new R.C.M. section, to be numbered 
89-3604.1, that reads as follows: 


‘°89-3604.1 Grants for coal utilization research. (1) The department 
of natural resources and conservation may make grants to persons, 
as defined in 84-7408, to assist them in the research, development, 
or demonstration of more efficient alternative forms of coal conver- 
sion. These more efficient forms are defined as the conversion of 
coal into forms of energy useful to mankind through technology 
proposed to convert coal more efficiently than the technology in 
general commercial use. Such research, development, or demonstra- 
tion are public purposes, furthering the policy of the state of Mon- 
tana, which favors conservation of the coal resource through its 
most efficent utilization. 


(2) In administering this section the department shall follow the 
criteria for grant awards set forth in 84-7412 and may exercise the 
powers vested in it under 84-7410 and 84-7411, or those sections 
as they may be amended or renumbered.’ 


Section 9. Section 89-3607, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘89-3607. Sinking fund account — coal utilization research account. 
(1) The state may by enactment of the legislature or the people levy, 
impose, assess, and pledge and appropriate to the sinking fund 
account any tax, charge, fee, rental or other income from any desig- 
nated source. The state reserves the right to modify from time to 
time the nature and amount of special taxes and other revenues 
pledged and appropriated to the sinking fund account, provided that 
the aggregate resources so pledged and appropriated are determined 
by the legislature to be sufficient for the prompt and full payment 
of the principal of and interest and redemption premiums when due 
on all bonds payable from that account, and provided that the 
pledge of the full faith and credit and taxing powers of the state 
for the security of all such bonds shall be and remain irrevocable 
until they are fully paid. 


(2) Money in the sinking fund account shall be used first to pay 
interest, principal and redemption premiums when due and payable 
with repect to renewable resource development bonds; second to 
accumulate a reserve for the further security of such payments, to 
the amount required each month to meet those payments due 
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within (twelve ()12()) months thereafter, and third to restore the 
reserve to this amount after each payment. 


(3) After the reserve provided for in subsection (2) above is in the 
sinking fund, money at any time received in the sinking fund in 
excess of that amount shall be transferred by the treasurer to the 
clearance fund account. If the balance at any time on hand in the 
sinking fund is not sufficient for compliance with subsection (2), 
and is not restored to the required amount within (three ()3()) 
months thereafter, from funds specifically pledged and appropriated 
to the sinking fund account, the treasurer shall transfer thereto 
from the general fund an amount sufficient to restore the required 
balance. 


(4) The state pledges and appropriates and directs to be credited 
to the sinking fund account as received (two and one half percent 
(2 %%)) 1 %% of all money from time to time received from the 
collection of the (strip coal mines license tax payable under the 
provisions of section 84-1302, or the equivalent provision of any) 
severance tax (enacted in lieu of such license tax), and remaining 
after allocation of such tax to the trust fund established under 
section 5, article [X of the Montana constitution and such additional 
amount thereof, if any, as may be required from time to time to 
provide sufficient funds for the purposes stated in subsection (2) 
above; provided that no more than (two and one half percent 
(2 %%)) 1%% of such tax collections shall be deemed to be pledged 
for the purpose of section 89-3606, subsection (3). 


(5) There is a coal utilization research account within the ear- 
marked revenue fund. Moneys paid into this account consist of 1% 
of the coal severance tax collected each quarter and remaining after 
allocation of such tax to the trust fund established under section 
5, article IX of the Montana constitution. Moneys in this account 
may be appropriated for the purposes specified in 89-3604.1.””

form of business organization:)

((b) have sufficient farming or ranching training and experience 
which, in the opinion of the department, is sufficient to assure the 
likelihood of the success of the proposed operations, and) 


((c) are or will become owner-operators of farms or ranches.) 

No loan may be 
made to an individual, corporation, partnership, or other private 
entity. 


(2) The department shall solicit and consider in its evaluation of 
proposed projects the views of interested and affected departments, 
boards, agencies and other subdivisions of state and federal 
government and of other interested and affected persons. 


(3) The board may make the renewable resource development 
loans provided for by this section for any worthwhile project for 
the conservation, management, utilization, development, or preser- 
vation of the land, water, fish, wildlife, recreational, and other 
renewable resources in the state; and for the refinancing of existing 
indebtedness incurred in the expansion or rehabilitation of projects 
for those purposes. 


(4) The board shall make no renewable resource development loan 
which exceeds the lesser of (one hundred thousand dollars 
()$100,0000) or (eighty percent ()80%()) of the fair market value 
of the security given therefor. In determining the fair market value 
for the security given for any loan, the department shall consider 
appraisals made by qualified appraisers and such other factors it 
considers important. 


(5) The period for repayment of loans pursuant to this act may 
not exceed (thirty ()30())years. 


(6) The board shall from time to time establish by rule the interest 
rate at which loans may be made under this act, provided that in 
no case may the rate be greater than (one ()1()) percentage point 
greater than the prevailing interest rate on the renewable resource 
development bonds provided for in this act. 


(7) The state shall have a lien upon a project constructed with 
money from the renewable resource development account for the 
amount of the loan, together with the interest thereon. This lien 
may attach to all project facilities, equipment, easements, real 
property, and property of any kind of nature owned by the debtor, 
including all water rights. The board shall file either a financing 
statement or a real estate mortgage covering the loan, its amount, 
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terms and a description of the project with the county recorder of 
each county in which the project or any part thereof is located. The 
county recorder shall record the lien in a book kept for the recording 
of liens and it shall be indexed as other liens are required by law 
to be indexed. The lien shall be valid until paid in full or otherwise 
discharged. The lien shall be foreclosed in accordance with applica- 
ble state law governing foreclosure of mortgages and liens. 


(8) The board may adopt rules as required to govern the terms 
and conditions for making loans, security instruments, and agree- 
ments pursuant to this act. 


(9) No member, officer, attorney, or other employee of the board 
or the department shall, directly or indirectly, be the beneficiary 
of or receive any fee, commission, gift, or other consideration for 
or in connection with any transaction or business under this act 
other than such salary, fee, or other compensation as he may 
receive as such member, officer, attorney, or employee. Any person 
violating any provision of this section shall, upon conviction thereof 
be punished by a fine of not more than (two thousand dollars 
()$2,000()) or imprisonment for not more than (two ()2()) years or 
both.

(Sinking fund account) Renewable resource development 
account — purposes. ((1) The state may by enactment of the legis- 
lature or the people levy, impose, assess, and pledge and appropriate 
to the sinking fund account any tax, charge, fee, rental or other 
income from any designated source. The state reserves the right 
to modify from time to time the nature and amount of special taxes 
and other revenues pledged and appropriated to the sinking fund 
account, provided that the aggregate resources so pledged and 
appropriated are determined by the legislature to be sufficient for 
the prompt and full payment of the principal of and interest and 
redemption premiums when due on all bonds payable from that 
account, and provided that the pledge of the full faith and credit 
and taxing powers of the state for the security of all such bonds 
shall be and remain irrevocable until they are fully paid.)

STATEMENT OF INTENT REGARDING SENATE BILL NO. 37 
(Turnage, Chairman): 


The committee recommends passage of this bill with amendments to 
delete references to journal publication of committee statements of 
intent and to make optional the outlining of administrative rules in 
a committee statement of intent. The purposes of this bill are ade- 
quately set forth in pages 9-11 of the report of the Administrative 
Code Committee and are incorporated by reference in this statement. 
In rebuttal to points made in opposition to the bill by several execu- 
tive branch attorneys, the committee declares that this bill does not 
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create a new body of law and does not merely restate principles | 
already applied by the courts. There are two sources a judge can rely 
on when construing a statute: intrinsic sources (those within a statute — 
itself or indicated by the journal history of a statute), and extrinsic © 
sources (such as interim committee reports on proposed legislation 
and interpretations of similar legislation in other states). Montana 
judges have traditionally relied upon intrinsic sources only, e.g., the 
“four corners of the statute itself,” to determine our legislative intent. 
This bill would make a few extrinsic sources available. A judge could 
disregard these committee statements if he wishes, but agencies 
would have to heed them carefully.

(e) ten (10) days for each pint of blood donated by an inmate; 


(f) five (5) days per month for those inmates participating in self- 
improvement activities designated by the department of insti- 
tutions. 


(2) Effective July 1, 1977, no inmate may be granted more than 
a total of 15 days good time allowance per month. 


((2))(3) -In the event of an attempted escape by an inmate, or a 
violation of the rules and regulations prescribed by the department 
or warden, the inmate may be punished by the forfeiture of part 
or all good time allowances. The warden of the state prison shall 
advise the department of institutions of any attempted escape or 
violation of rules and regulations on the part of the inmate. Any 
punishment by forfeiture of good time allowance must be approved 
by the department.

All agricultural and other tools, implements and 
machinery, gas and other engines and boilers, threshing machines 
and outfits used therewith, automobiles, motor trucks and other 
power-driven cars, vehicles of all kinds except mobile homes, boats 
and all watercraft, harness, saddlery and robes and except as pro- 
vided in Class Five (a) of this section, all poles, lines, transformers, 
transformer stations, meters, tools, improvements, machinery and 
other property used and owned by all persons, firms, corporations, 
and other organizations which are engaged in the business of fur- 
nishing telephone communications, exclusively to rural areas, or to 
rural areas and cities and towns provided that any such city or town 
has a population of (eight hundred ()800()) persons or less; and pro- 
vided further, that the average circuit miles for each station on the 
system is more than (one and one quarter ()1 %4()) miles. 


Class Three. Livestock, poultry, and unprocessed products of both; 
furniture and fixtures used in commercial activities; the annual 
gross proceeds of underground coal mines; and all office or hotel 
furniture and fixtures, except improvements included in Class 
Nine. 


Class Four. (a) All land, town and city lots, with improvements, 
except improvements included in Class Nine, and all trailers affixed 
to land owned, leased, or under contract or purchase by the trailer 
owner, manufacturing and mining machinery, fixtures and sup- 
plies, except as otherwise provided by the constitution of Montana, 
and except as such property may be included in Class Five, Class 
Seven or Class Eight. 


(b) Mobile homes without regard to the ownership of the land upon 
which they are situated, except those held by a distributor or dealer 
of mobile homes as part of his stock in trade, and except as such 
property may be included in- Class Eight. 


Class Five. (a) All poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, 
meters, tools, improvements, machinery and other property used 
and owned by co-operative rural electrical and co-operative rural 
telephone associations organized under the laws of Montana except 
those within the incorporated limits of a city or town in which less 
than (ninety five per cent ()95%()) of the electric consumers and/or 
telephone users are served by a co-operative organization, and as 
to the property enumerated in this sub-section (a) within incorpo- 
rated limits of a city or town in which less than (ninety five per 
cent ()95%()) of the electric comsumers or users will be served by 
a co-operative organization, such property shall be put in Class Two. 
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(b) All unprocessed agricultural products either on the farm or in 
storage, irrespective of whether said products are owned by the 
elevator, warehouse or flour mill owner or company storing the 
same, or any other person whomsoever, except all perishable fruits 
and vegetables in farm storage and owned by the producer, and 
ee livestock and poultry and the unprocessed products of 
both. 


(c) The dwelling house, and the lot on which it is erected, owned 
and occupied by any resident of the state, who has been honorably 
dishcharged from active service in any branch of the armed forces, 
who is rated (one hundred per cent()100%()) disabled due to a ser- 
vice-connected disability by the United States veterans administra- 
tion or its successors. 


In the event of the veteran’s death, the dwelling house, and the 
lot on which it is erected, so long as the surviving spouse remains 
unmarried and the owner and occupant of the property, shall 
remain within this classification. 


Class Six. Property formerly included in this class is now classi- 
fied by section 84-308, R.C.M. 1947. 


Class Seven. (a) All new industrial property. New industrial prop- 
erty shall mean any new industrial plant, including land, buildings, 
machinery and fixtures which, in the determination of the state 
department of revenue, is used by a new industry during the first 
(three()3()) years of operation not having been assessed prior to July 
1, 1961, within the state of Montana. New industry shall mean any 
person, corporation, firm, partnership, association, or other group 
which establishes a new plant or plants in this state for the oper- 
ation of a new industrial endeavor, as distinguished from a mere 
expansion, reorganization, or merger of an existing industry or 
industries. Provided, however, that new industrial property shall 
be limited to industries that manufacture, mill, mine, produce, 
process or fabricate materials, or do similar work in which capital 
and labor are employed and in which materials unserviceable in 
their natural state are extracted, processed or made fit for use or 
are substantially altered or treated so as to create commerical prod- 
ucts or materials; industries that engage in the mechanical or chem- 
ical transformation of materials or substances into new products 
in the manner defined as manufacturing in the 1972 Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual, prepared by the United State 
office of management and budget; and in no event shall the term 
new industrial property be included to mean property used by retail 
or wholesale merchants, commercial services of any type, agricul- 
ture, trades or professions. New industrial property does not include 
a plant which will create an adverse impact on existing state, 
county, or municipal services. The department shall promulgate 
regulations for the determination of what constitutes an adverse 
impact taking into consideration the number of people to be 
employed and the size of the community in which the location is 
contemplated. Once the department has made an initial determi- 
nation that the industrial facility qualifies as new industrial prop- 
erty, the department shall then upon proper notice hold a hearing 
to determine if the new industrial classification should be retained 
by the property. The local taxing authority may appear at the hear- 
ing, and it also may waive its objection to retention of this classifi- 
cation if the industry agrees to the prepayment of taxes sufficient 
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to satisfy tax requirements created by the location and construction 
of the facility during construction period. 


In the event of a prepayment of taxes, the maximum amount or 
prepayment shall be the amount without the application of the 
Class 7(a) to such property. 


If a major new industrial facility qualifies under Class 7(a) the 
reduction of its yearly payment of property taxes for reimbursement 
of its prepaid taxes as provided for in section 84-41-105, R.C.M. 
1947, shall not begin until the Class 7 qualification expires. And 
provided further, that new industrial property shall not be included 
to mean property which is used or employed in any industrial plant 
which has been in operation in this state for (three ()3()) years or 
longer. Any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association or 
other group seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class 
shall make application to the state department of revenue in such 
manner and form as may be required by said department.

Class Eight. (a) Any improvement on real property, trailers 
affixed to land or mobile home belonging to any person who quali- 
fies under any one or more of the hereinafter set forth categories, 
with appurtenant land not exceeding (five ()5()) acres, which 
together have a market value of not more than (twenty seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ()$27,500()), which dwelling is owned or 
under a contract for deed, and which is actually occupied for at least 
(ten ()10()) months per year as the primary residential dwelling of: 


(1) a widow (sixty-two ()62()) years of age or older, whether with 
or without minor dependent children, who qualifies under the 
income limitations of (4), or 


(2) a widower (sixty-two ()62()) years of age or older, whether with 
or without minor dependent children, who qualifies under the 
income limitations of (4), or 


(3) a widow or widower with minor or dependent children regard- 
less of age, who qualifies under the income limitations of (4), or 


(4) a recipient or recipients of retirement or disability benefits 
whose income from all sources is not more than (six thousand 
dollars ()$6,000()) for a single person and (six thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars ()$6,800()) for a married couple total per annumn 
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whether said dwelling is occupied by a single person or a married 
couple. Provided, further, that one who applies for classification of 
property under this class must make an affidavit to the state 
department of revenue on a form as may be provided by the state 
department of revenue supplied without cost to the applicant, as 
to his income, if applicable, as to his retirement benefits, if applica- 
ble, or, as to his marital status, if applicable, and to the fact that 
he or she actually occupies or maintains as his or her primary resi- 
dential dwelling, such land and improvements with right of the 
county welfare board to investigate the applicant, on the completion 
of the form, as to answers given on the form. Provided, further, 
the assessed value of said property shall not be increased during 
the life of the recipient of retirement benefits or widow or widower 
covered under this class, unless the owner-resident makes a sub- 
stantial improvement in the dwelling. For the purposes of the affi- 
davit required for classification of property under this class, it shall 
be sufficient if the applicant signs a statement swearing to or 
affirming the correctness of the information supplied, whether or 
not the statement is signed before a person authorized to administer 
oaths, and mails the application and statement to the department 
of revenue. This signed statement shall be treated as a statement 
under oath or equivalent affirmation for purposes of section

Section 1. Policy as to the sales of wine. The public policy of the 
state of Montana on sales of wine is to retain a complete monopoly 
by the state over the importation and acquisition of wine from 
wineries, making an agency of the state the sole wine wholesaler 
of first instance. This policy permits the state wine wholesaling 
agency to delegate certain wholesaling functions to distributors 
under strict licensing controls. These functions of handling and 
distributing wine to approved wine retailers may also be exercised 
by the state agency through the state warehouse and state liquor 
stores. 


Section 2. There is a new section in Title 4, R.C.M. 1947, that 
reads as follows: 


Department to wholesale wine — procedures — penalties. (1) The 
department of revenue shall purchase from wineries such types and 
quantities of wine as licensed distributors or retailers of wine 
request or as may further seem proper to the department. Orders 
shall be shipped to the department’s warehouse in Helena, or in 
the discretion of the department, to the warehouse of a wine dis- 
tributor. In the latter case, the winery shall send a copy of the 
invoice to the department. Shipment may be made by any common 
carrier or by a wine distributor’s own private carrier. The depart- 
ment may, upon immediate notice, inspect the records of a distribu- 
tor or winery at any time during regular business hours. 


(2) (a) If a licensed distributor of wine knowingly fails to report 
or in any manner knowingly falsifies a direct shipment of wine 
from a winery, the department shall suspend his privilege to sell 
wine for 30 days upon a first violation and for 60 days upon a 
second violation, and shall revoke his privilege to sell wine upon 
a third violation. 


(b) If a winery knowingly fails to report a direct purchase of wine 
or knowingly misrepresents any matter concerning invoicing, 
pricing, shipping, and the like, the department shall revoke its 
privilege to sell wine in the state of Montana. 


(c) The foregoing violations are civil violations, provable by a mere 
preponderance of the evidence. 
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Section 3. There is a new section in Title 4, R.C.M. 1947, that 
reads as follows: 


(1) Wine distributor’s license — application and issuance — 
records — sanctions. Any person desiring to sell and distribute wine 
to retailers under the provisions of this code shall apply to the 
department for a license to do so and tender with his application 
the license fee of $400 and the department may issue licenses to 
qualified applicants in accordance with the provisions of this code. 
The license shall be at all times prominently displayed in the place 
of business of such distributor. 


(2) Any individual or partnership which has been licensed as a 
wine distributor may, upon incorporation in accordance with the 
laws of the state of Montana, transfer such license to the corpora- 
tion if a majority of the capital stock thereof is held by the indi- 
vidual or the members of the partnership; or if applicant is a for- 
eign corporation the corporation must be authorized to do business 
in Montana. Each applicant shall have a fixed place of business, 
sufficient capital, the facilities, storehouse, receiving house or 
warehouse for the receiving of, storage, handling and moving of 
wine in large and jobbing quantities for distribution and sale in 
original packages to other licensed distributors or licensed retailers. 
Each wine distributor shall be entitled to only one distributor’s li- 
cense, which license shall be issued for his principal place of busi- 
ness in Montana. However, a wine distributor may also hold a li- 
cense to wholesale beer under 4-4-103, or a license to sell beer and 
wine at retail for consumption off the premises of one or more bona 
fide grocery stores under 4-4-201(4). 


(3) All wine manufactured outside of the state of Montana and 
shipped into Montana shall, when such shipment is authorized by 
the department, be consigned to and shipped to a licensed wine dis- 
tributor, and by him unloaded into his warehouse in Montana. The 
wine distributor shall distribute the wine from this warehouse. The 
wine distributor shall keep records at his principal place of business 
of all wine including the name or kind received, on hand, sold and 
distributed; these records may at all times during regular business 
hours be inspected by any member or representative of the depart- 
ment. Any wine which has been shipped into Montana and has not 
been shipped to and distributed from the department’s warehouse 
or, under authority of the department, from a warehouse of a li- 
censed wine distributor shall be seized by any peace officer or repre- 
sentative of the department and may be confiscated in the manner 
as provided for the confiscation of liquor. 


Section 4. There is a new section in Title 4, R.C.M. 1947, that 
reads as follows: 


Purchase of wine for ieee dooms sale. Persons licensed under 
4-4-201, or 4-4-202 to sell wine for off-premises or on-premises 
consumption may purchase wine from the warehouse of the 
department or from a licensed wine distributor in lots of one case 
or more. The purchase price shall include the f.o.b. winery price, 
the excise tax thereon, shipping and handling costs, and such addi- 
sitar prices asa licensed wine distributor may impose if he handles 
the wine. 


Section 5. There is a new section in Title 4, R.C.M. 1947, that 
reads as follows: 
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Excise tax on wine — rate. The department shall charge and collect 
an excise tax on the sale of wine using the basic formula of 30% 
of the price of the wine f.o.b. winery plus $1.00 per gallon, provided 
that the total excise tax calculated from the basic formula shall 
not exceed $2.50 per gallon. The excise tax on wine sold in bottles 
containing less than 64 ounces is 100 percent of the basic formula. | 
The excise tax on wine sold in bottles containing 64 or more ounces 
but less than 128 ounces is 85% of the basic formula. The excise 
tax on wine sold in bottles containing 128 ounces and over is 62 
percent of the basic formula. Ten percent of all taxes collected 
under this section shall be distributed to local governments in 
accordance with the formula set forth in 4-1-401. The balance shall 
be paid into the general fund. 


Section 6. Section 4-1-401, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘4-1-401. License tax on liquor — amount — distribution of pro- 
ceeds. The department of revenue is hereby authorized and directed 
to charge, receive and collect at the time of sale and delivery of 
any liquor except wine under any provisions of the laws of the state 
of Montana a license tax of five per cent (5%) of the retail selling 
price on all liquor except wine so sold and delivered. Said tax shall 
be charged and collected on all liquor brought into the state and 
taxed by the department of revenue. The retail selling price shall 
be computed by adding to the cost of said liquor the state mark- 
up as designated by the department. Said five percent (5%) license 
tax shall be figured in the same manner as the state excise tax 
and shall be in addition to said state excise tax. The department 
of revenue shall retain the amount of such five per cent (5%) license 
tax so received in a separate account. Four-fifths (4/5) of these 
revenues shall be distributed to the counties according to the 
amount of liquor purchased in each county. One-fifth (1/5) of these 
revenues shall be deposited in the general fund. Provided, however, 
in the case of purchases of liquor by a retail liquor licensee for use 
in his business, the department shall make such regulations as are 
necessary to apportion that proportion of license tax so generated 
to the county where the licensed establishment is located for use 
as provided in section 4-1-402, R.C.M. 1947. The department of 
revenue shall pay quarterly to each county treasurer the proportion 
of the license tax due each county. 


The county treasurer of each county shall retain one-fourth (4) of 
said license tax, and shall, within thirty (30) days after receipt 
thereof apportion the remaining three-fourths (34) thereof to the 
treasurers of the incorporated cities and towns within his county, 
said apportionment to be based in each instance upon the proportion 
which the gross sale of liquor in such incorporated city or town 
bears to the gross sale of liquor in all of the incorporated cities and 
towns in his said county.’ 


Section 7. Section 4-1-403, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


‘4-1-403. Excise liquor tax — collection. The department of 
revenue is hereby authorized and directed to charge, receive and 
collect at the time of the sale and delivery of any liquor except wine 
as authorized under any provision of the laws of the state of Mon- 
tana an excise tax at the rate of sixteen per centum (16%) of the 
retail selling price on all liquor except wine so sold and delivered. 
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The Montana department of revenue shall retain the amount of 
such excise tax received in a separate account and shall deposit with 
the state treasurer, to the credit of the general fund, such sums 
so collected and received not later than the tenth (10th) day of each 
and every month.’ 


Section 8. Section 4-2-102, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


‘4-2-102. Containers to be sealed with official seal — opening pack- 
age on liquor store premises forbidden. No distilled spirits (or wine) 
shall be sold to any purchaser, except in a package, sealed with 
the official seal prescribed by this act, which package shall not be 
opened on the premises of a state store.’ 


Section 9. Section 4-2-204, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘4-2-204. Department to sell to licensees — posted price. The 
department is hereby authorized to sell through its stores all kinds 
of (liquor, wine and cordials) distilled spirits kept in stock to licen- 
sees licensed under this code at the posted price thereof in the store 
in which said liquor is sold. All sales shall be upon a cash basis. 
The posted price as used herein shall mean the retail price of such 
liquor as fixed and determined by the department of revenue and 
in addition thereto an excise tax as in this act provided.’ 


Section 10. Section 4-3-102, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘4-3-102 (2815.112) Liquor container must have been sealed with 
official seal. Except in the case of: 


(a) liquor imported by the state, or by the department; or 


(b) liquor had and kept by a person, and in a place and manner 
referred to in section 4-1-202; or 


(c) wine lawfully had or kept under this code; or 
((c))(d) beer and malt liquor, lawfully had or kept under this code; 


((d))(e) any liquor kept for sale by a druggist under this code, no 
liquor shall be kept or had by any person within the state unless 
the package not including a decanter or other receptacle containing 
the liquor for immediate consumption, in which the liquor is con- 
tained has, while containing that liquor, been sealed with the offi- 
cial seal prescribed under this code.’ 


Section 11. Section 4-3-307, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: . 


‘4-3-307. Sale of (liquor) distilled spirits at less than posted price 
forbidden. It shall be unlawful for any licensee under the provisions 
of this code to resell any (liquor) distilled spirits purchased by such 
licensee from a state liquor store or the state of Montana for a sum 
less than the posted price established by the said store and paid 
by the licensee therefor.’ 


Section 12. Section 4-4-201, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘4-4-201. Issuance of retail beer licenses — limit on number of beer 
licenses — wine license amendments — retail license fee. 
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(1) Except as otherwise provided by law, a license to sell beer at 
retail, or beer and wine at retail pursuant to (subsection) subsec- 
tions (2) or (4), in accordance with the provisions of this (act) code 
and the (regulations) rules of the department (of revenue), may be 
issued to any person, firm, or corporation who (shall be) is approved 
by the department as a fit and proper person, firm, or corporation 
to sell beer(;), provided(,) that: 


(a) the number of retail beer licenses that the department may 
issue for premises situated within incorporated cities and incorpo-

vided, that where). Where two((2)) or more incorporated municipal- 
ities are situated within a distance of (five ()5() miles from each 
other, the total number of retail beer licenses that may be issued 
for use in both of such municipalities and within a distance of (five 
()50) miles from their respective corporate limits(,) shall be deter- 
mined on the basis of the combined populations of both of such 
municipalities and (shall) may not exceed the foregoing limitations. 
The (said) distance of (five) ()5()) miles from the corporate limits 
of any incorporated city or incorporated town shall be measured in 
a straight line from the nearest entrance of the premises proposed 
for licensing to the nearest corporate boundary of such city or town. 
Retail beer licenses of issue on the date of the passage and approval 
of this act and which are in excess of the foregoing limitations shall 
be renewable, but no new licenses (shall) may be issued in violation 
of such limitations(; provided, that such). Such limitations (shall) 
may not prevent the issuance of a nontransferable and 
nonassignable retail beer license to any post of a nationally char- 
tered veterans’ organization or any lodge of a recognized national 
fraternal organization, if such veterans’ or fraternal organization 
has been in existence for a period of (five ()5()) years or more prior 
to January 1, 1949. No incorporated city or incorporated town may 
by ordinance restrict the number of licenses that the department 
may issue(;), provided that no retail beer license may be issued by 
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the department for any premises situated within any zone of such 


city or town wherein the sale of beer is prohibited by ordinance,a — 


certified copy of which has been filed with the department. The 
department (shall have discretion to) may deny the issuance of a 
retail beer license if it (shall determine) determines that the prem- 
ises proposed for licensing are off regular police beats and cannot 
be properly policed by local authorities. 


(b) The number of retail beer licenses that the department may 
issue for use at premises situated outside of any incorporated city 
or incorporated town and outside of the area within a distance of 
(five 050) miles from the (corporate limits thereof(,) or for use at 
premises situated within any unincorporated town shall be as 
determined by the department in the exercise of its sound discre- 
tion(;), provided(,) that no retail beer license (shall) may be issued 
for any premises so situated unless the department (shall deter- 
mine) determines that the issuance of such license is required by 
public convenience and necessity. 


(2) A person holding a license to sell beer for consumption on the 
premises at retail may apply to the department for an amendment 
to the license permitting the holder to sell wine as well as beer. 
The division may issue such amendment if it finds, on a satisfactory 
showing by the applicant, that the sale of wine for consumption 
on the premises would be supplementary to a restaurant or prepared 
food business. A person holding a beer-and-wine license may sell 
wine for consumption on the premises. (He may buy wine only at 
retail from the department.) Nonretention of the beer license, for 
whatever reason, shall mean automatic loss of the wine amendment 
license. 


(3) The annual license fee for a license to sell wine on the prem- 
ises, when issued as an amendment to a beer only license shall be 
(two hundred dollars ()$2000). 


(4) A retail license to sell beer and wine in the original packages 
for off-premise consumption only may be issued to any person, firm, 
or corporation who (shall be) is approved by the department as a 
fit and proper person, firm, or corporation to sell beer and wine 
and whose premises proposed for licensing are operated as a bona 
fide grocery store or a drugstore licensed as a pharmacy. A bona 
fide grocery store means either a retail establishment where arti- 
cles of staple foodstuffs, household supplies, meats, produce, and 
dairy products are kept in sufficient inventories for general trade 
and are sold for consumption off the premises, or a specialty wine 
and cheese shop which sells imported cheeses and wines as at least 
30% of its inventory by value. The number of such licenses that 
the department may issue (shall) is not (be) limited by the provi- 
sions of subsection (1) of this section, but shall be determined by 
the department in the exercise of its sound discretion, and the 
department may in the exercise of its sound discretion grant or deny 
any application for any such license or suspend or revoke any such 
license for cause. The annual license fee for a license to sell beer 
and wine at retail for off-premises consumption shall be the same 
as for a retail beer license.’ 


Section 13. Effective date. This act is effective February 1, 
1978.”

purposes, hospitals and places of burial not used or held for private 
or corporate profit, and institutions of purely public charity, evi- 
dence of debt secured by mortgages of record upon real or personal 
property in the state of Montana, and public art galleries and public 
observatories not used or held for private or corporate profit, are 
exempt from taxation, but no more land than is necessary for such 
purpose is exempt. 


(b) As used in this subsection, the term “institutions of purely 
public charity” shall include organizations owning and operating 
facilities for the care of the retired or aged or chronically ill which 
are not operated for gain or profit; and the terms “public art galler- 
ies and public observatories” shall mean only such art galleries and 
observatories whether of public or private ownership, as are open 
to the public, without charge or fee at all reasonable hours, and 
are used for the purpose of education only. 


(2) When a clubhouse or building erected by or belonging to any 
society or organization of honorably discharged United States sol- 
diers, sailors or marines who served in army or navy of United 
States, is used exclusively for educational, fraternal, benevolent or 
purely public charitable purposes, rather than for gain or profit, 
together with the library and furniture necessarily used in any such 
building, such property is exempt from taxation, and all property, 
real or personal, in the possession of legal guardians of incompetent 
veterans of the World War or minor dependents of such veterans, 
where such property is funds or derived from funds received from 
the United States as pension, compensation, insurance, adjusted 
compensation, or gratuity, shall be exempt from all taxation as 
property of the United States while held by the guardian, but not 
after title passes to the veteran or minor in his or her own right 
on account of removal of legal disability. 


(3) All household goods and furniture, including clocks, musical 
instruments, sewing machines, wearing apparel of members of the 
family actually used by the owner for personal and domestic pur- 
poses, or for furnishing or equipping the family residence are 
exempt from taxation. 


(4) Freeport merchandise shall be exempt from taxation. Freeport 
merchandise means those stocks of merchandise manufactured or 
produced outside this state which are in transit through this state 
and consigned to a warehouse or other storage facility, public or 
private, within this state, for storage in transit prior to shipment 
to a final destination outside the state, and which have acquired 
a taxable situs within the state. 
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Stocks of merchandise do not lose their status as freeport merchan- 
dise because while in the storage facility they are assembled, bound, 
joined, processed, disassembled, divided, cut, broken in bulk, rela- 
beled or repackaged. 


Any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association, or other 
group seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class shall 
make application to the state department of revenue in such man- 
ner or form as may be required by the department. 


(5) (The following agricultural products are exempt from 
taxation:)* 


(a) All unprocessed, perishable fruits and vegetables in farm stor- 
age and owned by the producer are exempt from taxation. 


(b) All nonperishable unprocessed agricultural products except 
livestock, held in possession of the original producer for less than 
(seven ()7()) months following harvest. 


(c) Livestock, defined as cattle, sheep, horses or mules, which have 
not attained the age of (nine ()9()) months as of the last day of any 
month. 


(6) Moneys and credits are exempt from taxation. 


(7) A capital investment in a recognized nonfossil form of energy 
generation is exempt to the extent provided under section 84-7403. 


(8) Sprinkler irrigation systems are exempt from taxation. Such 
systems include all pipes, hoses, rollers, spray attachments, connec- 
tors, pumps, and other items integral to the functioning of a sprin- 
kler irrigation system, installed and used on a farm or ranch, but 
exclude underground water distribution lines and other elements 
of the system sufficiently affixed to land that they become real 
property.”

It is 
the intent of this act that the river and the land within the scenic 
corridor will continue to be used for agricultural and grazing uses. 
This act does not affect the right of the owner of land within the 
scenic corridor to maintain an action for trespass. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise, the following definitions apply:

(1) “Commission” means the fish and game commission provided 
for in 82A-2004. 


(2) “Department” means the department of fish and game pro- 
vided for in Title 82A, chapter 20. 


(3) “Scenic corridor” or “scenic corridor of the Smith River” means 
a strip of land, including the river, extending one-quarter mile on 
either side of the centerline of the Smith River from the Camp 
Baker access site below Fort Logan to the confluence of the Smith 
River and Hound Creek. 


Section 3. Float season and quota. (1) The department shall, 
prior to April 1 of each year, determine a float season for the Smith 
River. The float season shall not commence prior to May 1 and shall 
end prior to July 10. The season shall be determined by the avail- 
ability of water and the likelihood of fire. Upon 3 days’ notice, the 
department may shorten or increase the float season as conditions 
may require. No person may float the Smith River other than 
during the float season. 


(2) If necessary to preserve the natural beauty of the Smith River, 
to avoid overcrowding and overuse of the river resources, or to avoid 
fire danger, the department may establish a quota on the number 
of canoes, rafts, or other boats used to float the Smith River on 
either a daily, weekly, or seasonal basis. 


Section 4. Float permit — decal — map. (1) No person may float 
the Smith River without obtaining a float permit as provided for 
in subsection (2). 


(2) The department shall issue a float permit to each person filing 
an application with the department or its authorized agents unless 
a quota imposed under (section 3)* is in effect and would be 
exceeded. 


(3) The permit and the application shall show: 

(a) the boat owner’s name and address; 

(b) the passengers’ names and addresses, if there are passengers; 
(c) the starting and ending dates of the float trip; and 


(d) the starting and ending points of the trip and the location of 
all other planned landfalls. 


(4) The department shall provide each holder of a permit with: 


(a) a dated decal which shall be displayed on the board used to 
float the river; and 


(b) a map indicating all fish and game access points, campgrounds, 
forest service land, state land, and private land. 


(5) The department may charge a reasonable fee for the permit, 
map and decal. 


Section 5. Department maintenance. (1) In cooperation with the 
United States forest service and private landowners, the depart- 
ment shall furnish, install, and maintain signs one-quarter mile 
upstream from and indicating the presence of each boat gate, fish 
and game access point, and campground. 
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(2) The department shall install and maintain boat gates, at least 
8 feet in width, which will enable boats to pass through or go 
around stock fences. 


(3) All fish and game access points shall be equipped with outdoor 
sanitary facilities for men and women and bear-proof refuse con- 
tainers. The department shall maintain the access points as demand 
warrants to preserve the scenic and natural values of the Smith 
River. The department shall assist the United States forest service 
to provide a similar level of maintenance to forest service 
campgrounds. 


(4) The department shall patrol the river and inspect the boat 
gates, fish and game access points, and the campgrounds to insure 
that the provisions of this act are implemented. 


Section 6. Smith River preservation committee. (1) There is a 
Smith River preservation committee composed of nine individuals 
as follows: 


(a) the head of the region four fish and game district; 


(b) the district ranger for the Belt Creek ranger districts or his 
designated representative; 


(c) a representative of Cascade County, selected by the county 
commissioners; 


(d) a representative of Meagher County, selected by the county 
commissioners; 


(e) two representatives of area wildlife and conservation groups 
selected by the governor from a list submitted by the groups; 


(f) two representatives of owners of property within the scenic 
corridor of the Smith River selected by the governor from a list 
submitted by the landowners; and 


(g) the director of the department of natural resources and conser- 
vation or his designated representative. 


(2) The head of the region four fish and game district shall serve 
as acting chairman until the committee organizes. The committee 
may adopt rules for organization and procedure and shall meet at 
least once a year. All committee meetings shall be open to the 
public. 


(3) A member or representative of the commission shall attend all 
committee meetings. 


(4) The committee shall formulate policy and management deci- 
sions for preserving the Smith River and make recommendations 
to the commission. The commission shall consider such recom- 
mendations but is not required to follow them. 


Section 7. Land use restrictions within scenic corridor. (1) No 
subdivision of less than 160 acres may be made within the scenic 
corridor of the Smith River after July 1, 1977. 


(2) All new construction within the scenic corridor or which can 
be seen from the river shall be done in such a manner as to blend 
with the natural environment and scenery. 


(3) All existing uses of land within the scenic corridor may be 
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continued, but no new nonagricultural or nongrazing uses may be 
commenced. 


(4) Other than roads required by the owner of land within the 
scenic corridor for agricultural or grazing purposes, no roads may 
be constructed within the scenic corridor after July 1, 1977.

(6) An executive order or proclamation issued under this section 
shall be disseminated promptly by means calculated to bring its 
contents to the attention of the general public. Unless the circum- 
stances attendant upon the emergency or disaster prevent or impede 
it, the executive order or proclamation will be filed promptly with 
the division, the secretary of state, and clerks and recorders of the 
counties involved.

If it 
appears that the fire was of suspicious origin, or if there was a loss 
of human life, the official responsible for the investigation shall 
notify the (state fire marshal) bureau within twenty-four (24) 
hours, and shall file a written report (of the cause) with the (state 
fire marshal) bureau within ten (10) days. 


((3)) (4) If the property was insured, as soon as any adjustment 
has been made, a person representing the insurance company shall 
notify the (state fire marshal) bureau of the amount of adjustment 
and the apparent cause and circumstances of the fire on forms fur- 
nished by the (state fire marshal) bureau. 


((4)) (5) Each official responsible for investigating fires shall file 
a fire incident report on each and every fire with the (state fire 
marshal) bureau. Reports shall be on forms, and shall contain 
information, prescribed by the (state fire marshal) bureau. (These 
reports shall be sent to the state fire marshal on a weekly basis).””

nor, or the 45th Legislature, such action as may be considered appropriate.

The committee reviewed informational publications on the subject dis- 
seminated by the American Institute of Architects and the Federal Design 
Council of the National Endowment for the Arts. They also studied in 
depth the organization, operations, and accomplishments of the Seattle 
Design Commission, which has been in existence since 1968. Two meet- 
ings in Helena produced long and arduous discussions involving the scope, 
operation, and ramifications of a Design Review Commission as it would 
apply to Montana. 


As with most complex problems, a clear-cut, black and white solution 
was not forthcoming. While all members recognized benefits to be derived 
from such a commission, the majority were apprehensive that the prob- 
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lems created would overshadow the benefits realized. Attached are com- 
ments by the committee members which briefly express individual reac- 
tions. _ 

From these sentiments, it is concluded and recommended that a Design 
Review Commission not be established for the State of Montana at this 
time. Further consideration may be warranted in the future should prob- 
lems increase with Montana’s “built environment”.

30, 1959. He had extensive ranch appraisal experience in western Mon- 
tana for landowner clients, but also for the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation, 
U.S. National Park Service, and the State of Montana Highway Depart- 
ment. 


Senator Hibbard served in the European Theater as Captain during the 
Second World War, as an Aide to the Commanding General, and was 
awarded the Bronze Star Medal. 


Senator Hibbard is survived by his wife, the former Jane Goodsill, 
whom he married October 5, 1945; and three sons, Chase, Scott, and Whit.

Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Lindquist be filed on the official 
records of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator Carl Lindquist was born March 7, 1899, Paynesville, Minne- 
sota. He first saw Montana as a bus driver in the 1920’s in Yellowstone 
Park. He attended the University of North Dakota, and received his law 
degree in 1928. He saw action in the American Expeditionary Forces in 
World War I. Mr. Lindquist passed the Montana bar examination in 1928, 
and at that time planned on opening a law practice in Malta. However, 
after visiting a friend in Scobey, he started practicing law there and con- 
tinued in Scobey until his retirement. He was elected County Attorney 
in 1930. 


Senator Lindquist was appointed to serve as Chief Justice of the Mon- 
tana Supreme Court in 1946 by Governor Ford, but declined to serve 
another term. A member of the Republican Party, he later accepted an 
appointment as State Senator from Daniels County to serve out the term 
of a deceased member. He was reelected to the Senate and served as 
Chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee. 


In the 1950’s he was extremely instrumental in clarifying the laws 
concerning state land department policies and land leases and after his 
retirement from practice in 1971, was sought out by many of his peers 
for advice and councel. 


He married Beth Stoffel in Scobey in 1935. There were no children of 
this marriage. 


Senator Lindquist was a past master of the Masonic Lodge, and was 
an active member of the American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Lions Club, Montana Bar Association, Scobey Gun Club, and held respon- 
sible positions in each organization over the years. 


Senator Lindquist is survived by his wife; two sisters, Katherine 
McEvilla of Seattle, and Florence Bidwell of Tampa, Florida.

The annual net proceeds of all mines and mining 
claims, except coal mines, after deducting only the expenses speci- 
fied and allowed by section 84-5403(; also where the right to enter 
upon land, to explore or prospect, or dig for oil, gas, coal or mineral 
is reserved in land or received by mesne conveyance (exclusive of 
leasehold interests), devise or succession by any person or corpora- 
tion, the surface title to which has passed to or remains in another, 
the state department of revenue shall determine the value of the 
right to enter upon said tract of land for the purpose of digging, 
exploring, or prospecting for gas, oil, coal or minerals, and the same 
shall be placed in this classification for the purpose of taxation). 


Class Two. All agricultural and other tools, implements and 
machinery, gas and other engines and boilers, threshing machines 
and outfits used therewith, automobiles, motor trucks and other 
power-driven cars, vehicles of all kinds except mobile homes, boats 
and all watercraft, harness, saddlery and robes and except as pro- 
vided in Class Five (a) of this section, all poles, lines, transformers, 
transformer stations, meters, tools, improvements, machinery and 
other property used and owned by all persons, firms, corporations, 
and other organizations which are engaged in the business of fur- 
nishing telephone communications, exclusively to rural areas, or to 
rural areas and cities and towns provided that any such city or town 
has a population of (eight hundred ()800()) persons or less; and pro- 
vided further, that the average circuit miles for each station on the 
system is more than (one and one-quarter ()1 '4()) miles. 


Class Three. Livestock, poultry, and unprocessed products of both; 

furniture and fixtures used in commercial activities; the annual 

gross proceeds of underground coal mines; and all office or hotel 

aes, and fixtures, except improvements included in Class 
ine. 


Class Four. (a) All land, town and city lots, with improvements, 
except improvements included in Class Nine, and all trailers affixed 
to land owned, leased, or under contract or purchase by the trailer 
owner, manufacturing and mining machinery, fixtures and sup- 
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plies, except as otherwise provided by the constitution of Montana, 
and except as such property may be included in Class Five, Class 
Seven or Class Eight. 


(b) Mobile homes without regard to the ownership of the land upon 
which they are situated, except those held by a distributor or dealer 
of mobile homes as part of his stock in trade, and except as such 
property may be included in Class Eight. 


Class Five. (a) All poles, lines, transformers, transformer sta- 
tions, meters, tools, improvements, machinery and other property 
used and owned by co-operative rural electrical and co-operative 
rural telephone associations organized under the laws of Montana 
except those within the incorporated limits of a city or town in 
which less than (ninety-five per cent ()95%()) of the electric con- 
sumers and/or telephone users are served by a co-operative orga- 
nization, and as to the property enumerated in this sub-section (a) 
within incorporated limits of a city or town in which less than 
(ninety-five per cent ()95%()) of the electric consumers or users will 
be served by a co-operative organization, such property shall be put 
in Class Two. 


(b) All unprocessed agricultural products either on the farm or in 
storage, irrespective of whether said products are owned by the 
elevator, warehouse or flour mill owner or company storing the 
same, or-any other person whomsoever, except all perishable fruits 
and vegetables in farm storage and owned by the producer, and 
excepting livestock and poultry and the unprocessed products of 
both. 


(c) The dwelling house, and the lot on which it is erected, owned 
and occupied by any resident of the state, who has been honorably 
discharged from active service in any branch of the armed forces, 
who is rated (one hundred per cent ()100%()) disabled due to a ser- 
vice-connected disability by the United States veterans administra- 
tion or its successors. 


In the event of the veteran’s death, the dwelling house, and the 
lot on which it is erected, so long as the surviving spouse remains 
unmarried and the owner and occupant of the property, shall 
remain within this classification. 


Class Six. Property formerly included in this class is now classi- 
fied by section 84-308, R.C.M. 1947. 


Class Seven. (a) All new industrial property. New industrial 
property shall mean any new industrial plant, including land, build- 
ings, machinery and fixtures which, in the determination of the 
state department of revenue, is used by a new industry during the 
first (three (30) years of operation not having been assessed prior 
to July 1, 1961, within the state of Montana. New industry shall 
mean any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association, or 
other group which establishes a new plant or plants in this state 
for the operation of a new industrial endeavor, as distinguished 
from a mere expansion, reorganization, or merger of an existing 
industry or industries. Provided, however, that new industrial prop- 
erty shall be limited to industries that manufacture, mill, mine, 
produce, process or fabricate materials, or do similar work in which 
capital and labor are employed and in which materials unservice- 
able in their natural state are extracted, processed or made fit for 
use or are substantially altered or treated so as to create commer- 
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cial products or materials; industries that engage in the mechanical 
or chemical transformation of materials or substances into new 
products in the manner defined as manufacturing in the 1972 Stan- 
dard Industrial Classification Manual, prepared by the United 
States office of management and budget; and in no event shall the 
term new industrial property be included to mean property used 
by retail or wholesale merchants, commercial services of any type, 
agriculture, trades or professions. New industrial property does not 
include a plant which will create an adverse impact on existing 
state, county, or municipal services. The department shall promul- 
gate regulations for the determination of what constitutes an 
adverse impact taking into consideration the number of people to 
be employed and the size of the community in which the location 
is contemplated. Once the department has made an initial determi- 
nation that the industrial facility qualifies as new industrial prop- 
erty, the department shall then upon proper notice hold a hearing 
to determine if the new industrial classification should be retained 
by the property. The local taxing authority may appear at the hear- 
ing, and it also may waive its objection to retention of this classifi- 
cation if the industry agrees to the prepayment of taxes sufficient 
to satisfy tax requirements created by the location and construction 
of the facility during construction period. 


In the event of a prepayment of taxes, the maximum amount or 
prepayment shall be the amount without the application of the 
Class 7(a) to such property. 


If a major new industrial facility qualifies under Class 7(a) the 
reduction of its yearly payment of property taxes for reimbursement 
of its prepaid taxes as provided for in section 84-41-105, R.C.M. 
1947, shall not begin until the Class 7 qualification expires. And 
provided further, that new industrial property shall not be included 
to mean property which is used or emploed in any industrial plant 
which has been in operation in this state for (three ()3()) years or 
longer. Any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association or 
other group seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class 
shall make application to the state department of revenue in such 
manner and form as may be required by said department. 


(b) Business inventories. Business inventories shall include goods 
intended for sale or lease in the ordinary course of business, and 
shall include raw materials and work in progress with respect to 
such goods, but shall not include goods actually leased or rented 
on the lien date, or mobile homes held by a dealer or distributor 
as a part of his stock in trade. 


(c) Air pollution control equipment as defined in section 69-3923. 


(d) A capital investment in a recognized nonfossil form of energy 
generation, to the extent provided under section 84-7403. 


Class Eight. (a) Any improvement on real property, trailers affixed 
to land or mobile home belonging to any person who qualifies under 
any one or more of the hereinafter set forth categories, with appur- 
tenant land not exceeding (five ()5()) acres, which together have a 
market value of not more than (twenty-seven thousand five hun- 
dred dollars ()$27,5000), which dwelling is owned or under a con- 
tract for deed, and which is actually occupied for at least (ten ()10()) 
months per year as the primary residential dwelling of: 


(1) a widow (sixty-two ()62()) years of age or older, whether with 
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or without minor dependent children, who qualifies under the 
income limitations of (4), or 


(2) a widower (sixty-two ()62()) years of age or older, whether with 
or without minor dependent children, who qualifies under the 
income limitations of (4), or 


(3) a widow or widower with minor or dependent children regard- 
less of age, who qualifies under the income limitations of (4), or 


(4) a recipient or recipients of retirement or disability benefits 
whose income from all sources is not more than (six thousand 
dollars (($6,000()) for a single person and (six thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars ()$6,800()) for a married couple total per annum 
whether said dwelling is occupied by a single person or a married 
couple. Provided, further, that one who applies for classification of 
property under this class must make an affidavit to the state 
department of revenue on a form as may be provided by the state 
department of revenue supplied without cost to the applicant, as 
to his income, if applicable, as to his retirement benefits, if applica- 
ble, or, as to his marital status, if applicable, and to the fact that 
he or she actually occupies or maintains as his or her primary resi- 
dential dwelling, such land and improvements with right of the 
county welfare board to investigate the applicant, on the completion 
of the form, as to answers given on the form. Provided further, the 
assessed value of said property shall not be increased during the 
life of the recipient of retirement benefits or widow or widower 
covered under this class, unless the owner-resident makes a sub- 
stantial improvement in the dwelling. For the purposes of the affi- 
davit required for classification of property under this class, it shall 
be sufficient if the applicant signs a statement swearing to or 
affirming the correctness of the information supplied, whether or 
not the statement is signed before a person authorized to administer 
oaths, and mails the application and statement to the department 
of revenue. This signed statement shall be treated as a statement 
under oath or equivalent affirmation for purposes of section 
94-7-203, R.C.M. 1947, relating to the criminal offense of false 
swearing.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
March 18, 1977 


The Honorable Gordon McOmber 
President, Montana State Senate 
State Capitol 

Helena, Montana 59601 


Dear Mr. President: 


Few issues are more critical to the State of Montana than the respon- 
sible funding of state government and public services. No issue is more 
critical to me as chief executive than maintenance of the fiscal integrity 
of state government. 


Politics, it is said, is the art of compromise. But this governor will not 
compromise this state into a general fund deficit or repudiate the 
overwhelming mandate of the electorate for property tax relief. 


Since the beginning of this Legislative Session, when I presented to the 
45th Legislature my program and budget recommendations, several 
unforeseen problems and opportunities for the State of Montana have 
become apparent. Accordingly, within the last ten days, the Governor’s 
office has written to appropriate legislative leaders to seek funding for 
several matters: HB 250, the Air Pollution Study of Anaconda, Billings, 
Butte, and Missoula; HB 525, the Rail Revitalization Act, which would 
protect Montanans threatened by federally approved rail line abandon- 
ments; construction of a new facility and increased operating costs at the 
Montana State Prison; negotiation and legal action to determine state 
authority and responsibility with regard to other jurisdictions; a com- 
munity based women offenders program operated by the Department of 
Institutions; a supplemental request by the Department of Social and 
Rehabilitation Services for Silver Bow County; upgrading of the Statewide 
Budget and Accounting Systems to include the University System. 


We have identified funding sources or rearranged administration prior- 
ities to accommodate these programs. Approval by the Legislature of the 
proposals submitted by this office will not interfere with enactment of 
a state budget for fiscal years 1978 - 1979 which attains the basic goals 
set forth in my State of the State Address and the Executive Budget.

We can and must provide high quality public services without increas- 
ing the tax burden on our citizens. We can and must maintain the excel- 
lent fiscal record of the past several years, when professional management 
of the state’s financial resources enabled us to increase to unprecedented 
levels support for state programs, while maintaining the largest general 
fund surplus in state history. We can and must stop the growth of state 
government and reduce the actual number of state employees. We can 
and must provide meaningful tax relief to our citizens. 


On November 2, 1976, 70 per cent of the Montana electorate — 204,532 
men and women — voted for the Homestead Tax Relief Act. This initiative 
was approved in all 56 counties of the state. Until repealed by an act 
of the people or of the Legislature, it remains the law in Montana and 
requires a permanent state-funded reduction in property taxes for 
homeowners. 


After submitting property tax relief measures to the last two legis- 
latures only to see them defeated each time by solid Republican opposition 
combining with some Democrats, I proposed the Homestead Tax Relief 
Act. I saw no other way to reduce the burden of this regressive tax on 
our people. 


While Montana ranks 40th among the 50 states in all state taxes col- 
lected per capita, we rank 6th in the amount of property taxes levied per 
capita on our citizens. Local governments in this state depend almost 
totally on the property tax for their revenues. And, in fact, Montana local 
governments depend on the property tax far more heavily than their coun- 
terparts in other states. Although state government receives less than 5 
per cent of its revenues from this source, the state does have the responsi- 
bility to insure that ability-to-pay is maintained as the prevailing prin- 
ciple of equitable taxation among all political jurisdictions within its 
boundaries. 


Some argue, at this late date, that property tax relief is unfair. I dis- 
agree strongly, as I always have, with this statement. Why are residential 
property owners held disproportionately responsible for support of our 
school systems and local governments? All citizens, whether or not they 
own property, benefit directly or indirectly from these services. Does not 
our society owe a debt to the many senior citizens who will leave to us 
as their legacy nothing less than the very state they have built? Many 
of them are being driven from their homes by property tax bills which 
climb far out of reach of their fixed retirement incomes. 


Failure to act to correct these inequities is, to me, indefensible. 


The appropriate action by anyone who considers property tax relief 
unfair would be to work for repeal of the act approved by the people in 
November. I would, of course, veto any such repealer if it were passed 
by the Legislature. 


Others have criticized the Homestead Tax Relief Act by saying that it 
is “the Governor’s Initiative” and that the people would always vote for 
programs that would cut government or save tax money. I would like to 
remind these persons that passage of the act was accomplished by thou- 
sands of Montanans who circulated petitions and the 204,532 Montanans 
who approved it on November 2. By rejecting the proposed budget ceiling 
on state spending while approving overwhelmingly the property tax relief 
measure, the people demonstrated their ability to discriminate carefully 
and make informed choices. 


Pending before the Legislature are proposals offered by individual 
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members for expenditures and revenue reductions that would exceed the 
spending levels suggested in the Executive Budget by over $173 million. 
Acceptance of these measures would cause a deficit of over $160 million 
in the next biennium. The existence of these proposals is placing enormous 
pressure on the Legislature which must give serious and impartial con- 
sideration to 1,274 bills within the excruciatingly brief period of 90 days. 
Under these circumstances, some members apparently have been led to 
believe that the state cannot afford to fund the Homestead Tax Relief 
Act for the next two years. 


That, simply, is not true. When I proposed the Homestead Tax Relief 
Act, I carefully examined revenue projections and the size of the general 
fund surplus to determine whether the state could maintain its current 
level of public services while paying for the tax relief on a permanent 
basis. According to our best information, the act will be financed, without 
a tax increase, for as long as we can accurately project revenue—which 
encompasses the next four years. 


I would not hesitate to veto any spending measure which would reduce 
revenues available to fund the Homestead Tax Relief Act through both 
years of the coming biennium. [| will not stand by and passively allow 
a $30 million expansion of state government bureaucracy while our prop- 
erty owners continue to stagger under the weight of spiralling property 
tax bills. I promised the people of Montana last fall that I would not pre- 
side over the unnecessary growth of government and that I would not sign 
into law any tax increases. I intend to keep my word. 


An area receiving widespread attention is the controversy surrounding 
funding of the school foundation program. 


Shifting conditions and the changing needs of our people require that 
in particular times state government concentrate priority attention on 
different programs. Yet for many years, the largest single expenditure 
area and, therefore, one of the chief concerns of state government is edu- 
cation. And properly so. 


During the first four years of this administration, per student expendi- 
tures on elementary education through the foundation program increased 
by 78 per cent. Although this level far exceeded the rate of inflation for 
those years, we made these unprecedented outlays for two reasons: 1. To 
compensate for historically inadequate teacher salaries and generally 
inadequate state funding for education; and 2. To reduce the need for 
increased property taxes in the school district. 


In the first instance, I believe we succeeded as intended. In the last 
12 years the kindergarten, elementary, junior high school and secondary 
school teachers have had their salaries doubled. The salaries of guidance 
and counseling personnel, elementary and secondary school principals, 
and district superintendents also have been more than doubled. In all of 
these cases professionals occupying these positions have had their buying 
power increased—some of them far exceeding the rate of inflation. 


It is time, I believe, for state government to act to hold down the costs 
of government at all levels. With inflation rates projected by the United 
States Congress to be 4.8 per cent each year over the next biennium, I 
proposed to this Legislature that the school foundation program be 
increased by 6 per cent each year through 1979 and fully funded. The 
dramatically increased state support to elementary and secondary edu- 
cation of the last several years did not result in as much property tax 
relief to our citizens as we had hoped. Therefore, through funding of the 
Homestead Tax Relief Act and provision of $31.8 million in direct appro- 
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priations for the permissive levy, this administration proposes to provide 
direct property tax relief to our citizens. 


Some have suggested that per student state support to the public schools 
be increased by 9.4 or 10 per cent each year at the cost of sacrificing direct 
property tax relief. These proposals have been made in face of the well- 
known congressional projection for a 4.8 per cent inflation rate over the 
next two years. 


I disagree strongly with these recommendations. I commend the House 
Democratic caucus for its responsible position of supporting a 6.3 per cent 
annual increase in the Foundation program schedules. We must hold down 
the costs of government and carry to our property taxpayers critically and 
long-needed relief. At the same time we must protect the right of the 
people to control their own school district spending levels. 


I will veto any attempt to increase the school foundation program 
beyond 6.3 per cent each year. I would do this even though such an action 
may necessitate a special session of the Legislature. 


I continue to maintain full confidence in our ability to provide adequate 
service levels for our citizens, to provide full funding of the property tax 
relief law enacted directly by the people in November, to maintain a $12.5 
million surplus as a cushion against unforeseen fluctuations in the econ- 
omy, to secure a reduction in the number of state employees and to insure 
no tax increases. I will, as I have indicated in the State of the State mes- 
sage and this letter, resist with the full constitutional power of this office 
legislative actions which counteract attainment of those goals. I remain

but no employer shall make any deductions for annuity purposes 
from the compensation of a member who has attained the age of 
sixty (60) and rendered thirty (30) years of creditable service if such 
member elects not to contribute. 


(b) Such deductions shall be made notwithstanding that the mini- 
mum compensation provided by law for a member may be reduced 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent and agree to 
the deductions prescribed by this section; and payment of salary 
or compensation less the deductions shall be a full and complete 
discharge of all claims whatsoever for the services rendered by such . 
persons during the period covered by such payment except as to the 
benefits provided by the retirement system. 


(c) In addition to the contributions deducted from compensation 
and subject to the approval of the retirement board, and member 
may redeposit in the annuity savings fund by a single payment or 
by an increased rate of contribution an amount equal to the accu- 
mulated contributions plus interest in the amount the contributions 
would have earned had the contributions not been withdrawn, or 
any part thereof, which he had previously withdrawn. The accumu- 
lated contributions of a member withdrawn by him, or paid to his 
estate or to his designated beneficiary in event of his death shall 
be paid from the annuity savings fund, and an amount equivalent 
to the difference between the accumulated contributions calculated 
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at regular interest and the amount paid shall be transferred to the 
pension accumulation fund. Upon the retirement of a member his 
accumulated contributions shall be transferred from the annuity 
savings fund to the annuity reserve fund. 


(2) Annuity reserve fund. The annuity reserve fund shall be the 
fund in which shall be held the reserves on all annuities in force 
and from which shall be paid all annuities and all benefits in lieu 
of annuities. Should a beneficiary retired on account of disability 
be restored to active service with a compensation not less than his 
average final compensation at the time of his last retirement, his 
annuity reserve shall be transferred from the annuity reserve fund 
to the annuity savings fund and credited to his individual account 
therein. 


(3) Pension accumulation fund. The pension accumulation fund 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated all reserves for 
the payment of all pensions and from which pensions and benefits 
in lieu thereof shall be paid to or on account of beneficiaries cred- 
ited with prior service. Contributions to and payments from the 
pension accumulation fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Each employer shall pay into the pension accumulation fund 
an amount equal to (six and one-fourth percent (6 4%)) 6.312% of 
the earnable compensation of each member employed during the 
whole or part of the preceding payroll period. 


(b) If the employer is a district or community college district, the 
trustees shall budget and pay for the employer’s contribution under 
he provisions of section 75-7204. 


(c) If the employer is the superintendent of public instruction, a 
public institution of the state of Montana, a unit of the Montana 
university system or the Montana state deaf and blind school, the 
legislative assembly shall appropriate to each employer an adequate 
amount to allow the payment of the employer’s contribution. 


(d) If the employer is a county, the county commissioners shall 
budget and pay for the employer’s contribution in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the adoption of a county budget and for payments 
under such budget. 


(e) All interest and other earnings realized on the moneys of the 
retirement system shall be credited to the pension accumulation 
fund and the amounts required to allow regular interest on the 
annuity savings fund, and the annuity reserve fund shall be trans- 
ferred to the respective funds from the pension accumulation fund. 


(f) All pensions and benefits in lieu thereof, including pensions 
payable under section 75-6218, shall be paid from the pension 
accumulation fund. 


(g) The retirement board may in its discretion transfer to and from 
the pension accumulation fund the amount of any surplus or deficit 
which may develop in the reserve creditable to the annuity reserve 
fund, as shown by actuarial valuation, and also such expenses as 
hereinafter provided. 


(4) Expense fund. The expense fund shall be the fund to which 
shall be credited all moneys for the administrative expenses of the 
retirement system and from which the expenses of administration 
of the retirement system shall be paid exclusive of amounts payable 
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as retirement allowances or other benefits. The retirement board 
shall determine annually the amount required for the expense fund 
to defray the administrative expense in the ensuing fiscal year and 
shall credit such an amount to the expense from interest and other 
earnings realized on the moneys of the retirement system.”

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill 196, “AN ACT TO CREATE CERTAIN EXEMPTIONS 
TO THE INSPECTION AND PERMITTING SYSTEM FOR ENFORCE- 
MENT OF THE STATE PLUMBING CODES; AMENDING SECTION 
66-2427, R.C.M. 1947.”, without my signature and recommend the 
attached amendment. 


The intent of the bill appears to be the elimination of duplicate permit 
requirements under state and local plumbing codes. I support the elimi- 
nation of senseless duplication. However, the bill as written demands 
further clarification of two issues: 


(1) Whether the wording of lines 6 through 10 prohibits a municipal- 
ity as well as the state from requiring a plumbing permit for an 
installation within the area governed by the municipality. 


(2) Whether the wording of lines 10 through 12 of the reference copy 
of the bill by implication allows the counties to enforce the state 
plumbing code. As you know, counties do not now have this power. 


The attached amendment addressed both issues by clearly stating a 
city’s right to require a permit, and by deleting reference to county 
enforcement of plumbing codes.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker Driscoll: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill 199, “An act to amend section 11-403, R.C.M. 1947, 
by requiring that notice be given to all freeholders prior to annexation 
of platted or unplatted tracts to a city or town of the first class and to 
provide for objection to such annexation by all freeholders.”, without my 
signature and recommend the attached amendments. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I support 
giving those landowners affected by a proposed annexation notice of the 
proposal an opportunity to appear before the local governing body to 
oppose the annexation. However, Senate Bill 199 goes beyond this to give 
non-resident landowners the power to disapprove annexation. Presently, 
only resident landowners can do this. 


I note that no other law gives non-resident landowners similar veto 
power over local government decisions. Non-residents cannot, for example, 
vote on bond issues, mill levies, and special improvement districts. The 
deletion of the word “resident” on pages three and four of the bill opens 
the right of disapproving annexation to all freeholders, be they resident 


_ or non-resident. 


In addition, Senate Bill 199 inadvertently opens a technical loop-hole 
by which annexation could be unfairly blocked. “Freeholder” essentially 
includes anyone with a legal interest in the land, however slight that 
interest may be. An individual who wanted to block an annexation could 
simply give each of his friends and relatives a tiny legal interest in the 
property. Each of these persons would become a freeholder and would be 
able to disapprove the annexation. 


The amendments restore the wording to “resident freeholder”, limiting 
the right to block a proposed annexation to those landowners who live 
in the area affected. 


I request your concurrence in these amendments.

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(5) After passage and approval, all ordinances shall be signed by 
the chairman of the governing body and filed with the official or 
employee designated by ordinance to keep the register of ordi- 
nances. 


(6) No ordinance other than an emergency ordinance shall be 
effective until 30 days after second and final adoption. The ordi- 
nance may provide for a delayed effective date or may provide for 
the ordinance to become effective upon the fulfillment of an indi- 
cated contingency. 


(7) If the plan of government allows the chief executive to veto 
an ordinance, this power must be exercised in writing prior to its 
next regularly scheduled meeting of the governing body. Whenever 
the chief executive vetoes an ordinance, the governing body must 
act at the next regularly scheduled meeting to either override or 
confirm the veto. Whenever the veto is overridden or the executive 
fails to act, the ordinance shall take effect. 


(8) There shall be maintained a register of ordinances in which 
all ordinances are entered in full after passage and approval, except 
when a code is adopted by reference. When a code is adopted by 
reference, the date and source of the code shall be entered. 


(9) (a) No later than 1980 and at 5-year intervals thereafter 
appropriate ordinances shall be compiled into a uniform code and 
published. 


(b) The recodification is not effective until approved by the gov- 
erning body. 


Section 6. Adoption and amendment of codes by reference. (1) Any 
local government may adopt or repeal an ordinance which incorpo- 
rates by reference the provisions of any code or portions of any code, 
or any amendment thereof, properly identified as to date and 
source, without setting forth the provisions of the code in full. 
Notice of the intent to adopt a code by reference shall be published 
after first reading and prior to final adoption of the code. At least 
one copy of the code, portion, or amendment which is incorporated 
or adopted by reference shall be filed in the office of the clerk of 
the governing body and there kept available for public use, inspec- 
tion, and examination. The filing requirements herein prescribed 
shall not be considered to be complied with unless the required 
copies of the codes, portion, amendment, or public record are filed 
with the clerk of the governing body for a period of 30 days prior 
to final adoption of the ordinance which incorporates the code, por- 
tion, or amendment by reference. 


(2) The governing body may adopt or amend a code by reference 
by an emergency ordinance and without notice. The emergency 
ordinance is automatically repealed 90 days following its adoption 
and cannot be reenacted as an emergency ordinance. 


(3) The process for repealing an ordinance which adopted or 
amended a code by reference shall be the same as for repealing any 
other ordinance. 


(4) The filing requirement of subsection (1) of this section shall 
be complied with in adopting amendments to codes. 


(5) Any ordinance adopting a code, portion, or amendment by 
reference shall state the penalty for violating the code, portion, or

amendment, or any provision thereof separately, and no part of any 
penalty shall be incorporated by reference. 


(6) For purposes of this section, ‘code’ means any published 
compilation of rules which has been prepared by various technical 
trade associations, model code organizations, federal agencies, or 
this state or any agency thereof; and shall include specifically but 
shall not be limited to: traffic codes, building codes, plumbing codes, 
electrical wiring codes, health or sanitation codes, fire prevention 
codes, inflammable liquids codes, together with any other code 
which embraces rules pertinent to a subject which is a proper local 
government legislative matter. 


Section 7. Penalty for violation of ordinance. A local government 
may fix penalties for the violation of an ordinance which do not 
exceed a fine of $500 or 6 months’ imprisonment or both the fine 
and imprisonment. 


Section 8. Resolution requirements. (1) All resolutions shall be 
submitted in the form prescribed by resolution of the governing 


body. 


(2) Resolutions may be submitted and adopted at a single meeting 
of the governing body. 


(3) If the plan of government allows the executive to veto resolu- 
tions, this power must be immediately exercised in writing at the 
same meeting. If the executive fails to act, the resolution shall be 
approved. If the executive vetoes a resolution, the governing body 
must act at the same meeting or its next regularly scheduled meet- 
ing to either override or confirm the veto. 


(4) After passage and approval, all resolutions shall be entered 
into the minutes and signed by the chairperson of the governing 
body. 


(5) All resolutions shall be immediately effective unless a delayed 
effective date is specified. 


Section 9. Initiative and referendum. (1) The powers of initiative 
and referendum are reserved to the electors of each local govern- 
ment. Resolutions and ordinances within the legislative jurisdiction 
and power of the governing body of the local government, except 
those set out in subsection (2) of this section, may be proposed or 
amended and prior resolutions and ordinances may be repealed in 
the manner provided in this section. 


(2) The powers of initiative shall not extend to the following: 
(a) the annual budget; 

(b) property tax levies; 

(c) bond proceedings, except for ordinances authorizing bonds; 


(d) the establishment and collection of charges pledged for the 
payment of principal and interest on bonds; or 


(e) the levy of special assessments pledged for the payment of 
principal and interest on bonds. 


(3) The electors may initiate and amend ordinances and require 
submission of existing ordinances to a vote of the people by petition. 
If submitted prior to the ordinance’s effective date, a petition 
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requesting a referendum on the ordinance shall delay the 
ordinance’s effective date until the ordinance is ratified by the elec- 
tors. A petition requesting a referendum on an emergency ordi- 
nance filed within 30 days of its effective date shall suspend the 
ordinance until ratified by the electors. 


(4) The governing body may refer existing or proposed ordinances 
to a vote of the people by resolution. 


(5) A petition or resolution for initiative or referendum shall: 
(a) embrace only a single comprehensive subject; 


(b) set out fully the ordinance sought by petitioners, or in the case 
of an amendment, set out fully the ordinance sought to be amended 
and the proposed amendment, or in the case of referendum, set out 
the ordinance sought to be repealed; and 


(c) contain the signatures of 15% of the electors of the local 
government. 


(6) (a) The governing body may, within 60 days of receiving the 
petition, take the action called for in the petition. If the action is 
taken, the question need not be submitted to the electors. 


(b) If the governing body does not, within 60 days, take the pro- 
posed action, then the question shall be submitted to the electors 
at the next school, primary, or general election or a special election 
called for that purpose. Before submitting the question to the elec- 
tors, the governing body may direct that a suit be brought in district 
court by the local government to determine whether the petition 
is regular in form, has sufficient signatures, and whether the pro- 
posed action would be valid and constitutional. 


(c) The complaint shall name as defendants not less than 10 or 
more than 20 of the petitioners. In addition to the names of the 
defendants, to the caption of the complaint there shall be added 
the words: ‘and all petitioners whose names appear on the petition 
for an ordinance filed on the ..... CAV OE hea. anti , In the year ....... ‘s 
stating the date of filing. The summons shall be similarly directed 
and shall be served on the defendants named therein, and in addi- 
tion shall be published. 


(d) If an ordinance is repealed or enacted pursuant to a proposal 
initiated by the electors of a local government, the governing body 
may not for 2 years reenact or repeal the ordinance. If during the 
2-year period the governing body enacts an ordinance similar to the 
one repealed pursuant to a referendum of the electors, a suit may 
be brought to determine whether the new ordinance is a reenact- 
ment without material change of the repealed ordinance. This 
section shall not prevent exercise of the initiative, at any time, to 
procure a reenactment of an ordinance repealed pursuant to refer- 
endum of the electors. 


(7) (a) Any ordinance proposed by petition or any amended ordi- 
nance proposed by petition or any referendum on an ordinance 
which is entitled to be submitted to the electors shall be voted on 
at ae next regular election to be held in the local government 
unless: 


(i) the petition asks that the question be submitted at a special 
election and is signed by at least 25% of the electors of the local 
government, in which case the governing body shall call a special 
election; or 
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(ii) the governing body calls for a special election on the question. 


(b) If the adequacy of the petition is determined by the elections 
administrator less than 45 days prior to the next regular election, 
the election shall be delayed until the following regular election, 
unless a special election is called. 


(c) Whenever a measure is ready for submission to the electors, 
the appropriate election official shall, in writing, notify the gov- 
erning body and shall publish notice of the election and the ordi- 
nance which is to be proposed or amended. In the case ofa refer- 
endum, the ordinance sought to be repealed shall be published. 


(d) The question shall be placed on the ballot giving the electors 
a choice between accepting or rejecting the proposal. 


(e) If a majority of those voting favor the proposal, it becomes 
effective when the election results are officially declared, unless 
otherwise stated in the proposal. 


Section 10. Determination of the number of signatures required 
for a petition. In order to determine the number of signatures 
needed on a petition to meet the percentage requirements of this 
act, the number of electors shall be the number of individuals regis- 
tered to vote at the last preceding general election for the local 
government. 


Section 11. Operation of consolidated units of local government. 
(1) Whenever existing law contains different provisions and proce- 
dures for the functioning of counties and municipalities, including 
but not limited to such areas as election procedures, issuance of 
bonds, adoption of budgets, creation of special districts, levying of 
taxes, and provision of services, the governing body of a consoli- 
dated unit of local government which contains at least one county 
and one municipality shall, by ordinance, adopt either the county 
or municipality provisions. The ordinance may provide for neces- 
sary changes in the statutes to accommodate the structure of the 
consolidated unit. This subsection applies to self-government con- 
solidated units only in those areas where such units are subject to 
state law under 47A-7-201 through 47A-7-204. 


(2) A combination of county and municipal offices in a consoli- 
dated unit may be accomplished by ordinance whenever such a 
combination is necessary for carrying out a duty assigned by state 
law to the local government. Whenever state law imposes a duty 
upon a specific official or employee of a local government and the 
local government under its adopted alternative form of government 
does not have such an official or employee, the governing body may 
by ordinance assign that duty to the appropriate official or 
employee of the local government. 


Section 12. Section 23 of Chapter 513 of Laws, 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 


‘Section 23. Automatic repealer. This act, except for sections 4, 6, 
14, 15, 16, and 17, terminates on June 30, 1977.’ 


Section 13. Scope of act. Whenever the provisions of this act 
conflict with the provisions of other laws related to local govern- 
ment, the provisions of this act prevail. 


Section 14. Definition. As used in this act, ‘chief executive’ means 
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the elected executive in a government adopting the commission- 
manager form, the chairman in a government adopting the commis- 
sion-chairman form, the town chairman in government adopting the 
town meeting form, the commission acting as a body in a govern- 
ment adopting the commission form, or the officer or officers so 
designated in the charter in a government adopting a charter. 


Section 15. Effective date. This act is effective May 1, 1977.”

Mr. President: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had under 


consideration business on Second Reading, recommend as follows: 
That House Bill No. 411 be amended as follows: 


1. Amend title, line 8.

Insert: “sections 38-1202, 38-1208, 38-1209, 38-1215, 38-1216, and” 


2. Amend page 1, section 1, line 12. 

Following: line 11 

Insert: “Section 1. Section 38-1202, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read 
as follows: 


‘38-1202. Definitions. As used in this (act) chapter: 


(1) ‘Board’ means the mental disabilities board of visitors created 
by this act. 





(2) ‘Community-based facilities’ or ‘community-based services’ — 


include those services and facilities which are available for the 
evaluation, treatment and habilitation of the developmentally dis- 
abled in a community setting, including but not limited to, out- 
patient facilities, special education services, group homes, foster 
homes, day care facilities, sheltered workshops, and other com- 
munity-based services and facilities. 


(3) ‘Court’ means the district court of the state of Montana. 


(4) ‘Developmentally disabled’ means suffering from disabilities © 
attributable to mental retardation, cerebral palsy, epilepsy, autism — 
or any other neurologically handicapping condition closely related © 
to mental retardation and requiring treatment similar to that © 


required by mentally retarded individuals; which condition has © 
continued or can be expected to continue indefinitely and consti-_ 


tutes a substantial handicap of such individuals. 


(5) ‘Habilitation’ means the process by which a person who is 
developmentally disabled is assisted to acquire and maintain those © 
life skills which enable him to cope more effectively with the © 
demands of his own person and environment and to raise the level — 
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of his physical, mental and social efficiency. Habilitation includes 
but is not limited to formal, structured education and treatment. 


(6) ‘Next of kin’ includes but need not be limited to the spouse, 
parents, adult children, and adult brothers and sisters of a person. 


(7) ‘Professional person’ means: 
(a) amedical doctor, or 


(b) a person trained in the field of developmental disabilities and 
certified by the department of institutions or the department of 
social and rehabilitation services in accordance with standards of 
professional licensing boards, federal regulations, and the joint 
commissions on accreditation of hospitals. 


(8) ‘Resident’ means a person admitted to a residential facility for 
a course of evaluation, treatment or habilitation. 


(9) ‘Residential facility’ or ‘facility’ means any residential hospital 
or hospital and school which exists for the purpose of evaluating, 
treating and habilitating the developmentally disabled on an inpa- 
tient basis, including the Boulder River School and Hospital and 
the Eastmont Training Center. The term does not include a group 
home or foster home or a halfway house. A correctional facility or 
a facility for the treatment of the mentally ill shall not be a ‘resi- 
dential facility’ within the meaning of this act. 


(10) ‘Respondent’ means a person alleged in a petition filed pur- 
suant to this act to be developmentally disabled and in need of 
developmental disabilities services. 


(11) ‘Responsible person’ means any person willing and able to 
assume responsibility for a person who is developmentally disabled 
or alleged to be developmentally disabled. Whenever, in any pro- 
ceeding under this act, the court believes that a conflict of interest 
may exist between a person who is developmentally disabled or 
alleged to be developmentally disabled and his parents or guardian, 
or that the parents or guardian are unable to protect the interests 
of such person, or whenever there is no parent or guardian, the 
court shall appoint a responsible person to protect the interests of 
the person who is developmentally disabled or alleged to be devel- 
opmentally disabled. Only one person shall at any one time be the 
responsible person within the meaning of this act. In appointing 
a responsible person, the court shall consider the preference of the 
respondent or patient. The court may at any time, for good cause 
shown, change its designation of who is the responsible person. 


(12) ‘Seriously developmentally disabled’ means developmentally 
disabled due to developmental (or physical) disability (or a combi- 
nation of both rendering a person unable to function in a com- 
munity-based setting) which has resulted in self-inflicted injury or 
injury to others, or the imminent threat thereof; or which has 
deprived the person afflicted of the ability to protect his life or 
health.’ 


Section 2. Section 38-1208, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘38-1208. Recommendation to residential facility. (1) If as a result 
of the evaluation and treatment either agreed to by the parents, 
guardian, or the person himself pursuant to section 38-1204 or 
ordered by the court, the professional person in charge of the case 
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concludes that the person evaluated is seriously developmentally 
disabled and recommends that treatment and habilitation be had 
in a residential facility on an extended basis, the professional 
person shall file his written recommendation and report with the 
court and request that the court order the admission. The report 
shall include the factual basis for the recommendation, and shall 
describe any tests or evaluation devices which have been employed 
in evaluating the patient. If no responsible person has yet been 
appointed, the court may appoint one at this time. If there is no 
parent or guardian the court shall appoint a responsible person. At 
the request of the respondent, his parents or guardian or the 
responsible person, the court shall appoint counsel for the respond- 
ent. If the parents or guardian are indigent and if they request it, 
the court shall appoint counsel for the parents or guardian. Notice 
of the recommendation shall be mailed or delivered to the respond- 
ent, his parents or guardian, the responsible person, next of kin, 
if known, and the attorney for the respondent, if any, and for the 
parents or guardian, if any. 


(2) The respondent, his parents or guardian, the responsible 
person, or the attorney for any party may request that a hearing 
be had on the recommendation. If a hearing is requested, the court 
shall mail or deliver notice of the date, time and place of the hear- 
ing to each of the parties listed at the beginning of this subsection. 
The hearing shall be to the court without jury. The rules of civil 
procedure shall apply. 


(3) If the court finds that the respondent is seriously developmen- 
tally disabled and that available community-based resources are not 
adequate to protect the life and physical safety of the person and 
others or to provide appropriate treatment and habilitation, it shall 
order the respondent admitted to a residential facility for an 
extended course of treatment and habilitation. If the court finds 
that the respondent is developmentally disabled, and in need of 
developmental disabilities services but that available community- 
based services are adequate to protect the life and physical safety 
of the person and others and to provide appropriate treatment and 
habilitation, it shall order the respondent to undertake a com- 
munity-based course of treatment and habilitation. If the court 
finds that the respondent is not developmentally disabled or is not 
in need of developmental disability services, it shall dismiss the 
request. 


(4) If none of the parties notified of the reeommendation request 
a hearing, the court may issue an order authorizing the person to 
be admitted to the residential facility for an extended period of 
treatment and habilitation, or the court may initiate its own 
inquiry as to whether the order should be granted. The court may 
refuse to authorize admission of a person to a residential facility 
for an extended period of treatment and habilitation if such admis- 
sion is not in the best interests of the person. 


(5) If any person is admitted to a residential facility for an. 
extended course of habilitation without a hearing, and if subse- 
quent to such admission one of the parties who could have requested 
a hearing learns that an alternative course of treatment is available 
which is more suitable to the needs of the resident, the party may 
request the professional person in charge of the resident to release 
the resident to the alternative, if it is a community-based alterna- 
tive, or transfer the resident to the alternative, if it is a residential 
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alternative. Any such transfer or release shall comply with the 
requirements of section 38-1209. If the professional person in 
charge of the resident refuses to authorize the release or transfer, 
then the party may petition the court for a hearing to determine 
whether the present residential alternative should be continued. 
The hearing shall comply with the procedures set forth in subsec- 
tion (2) of this section.’ 


Section 3. Section 38-1209, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘38-1209. Admission to residential facility. (1) No person shall be 
admitted to a residential facility for longer than thirty (30) days 
except on approval of the court. Whenever a person is admitted to 
a residential facility for longer than thirty (30) days, the court may 
appoint a person other than the parents or guardian to act as 
responsible person for the resident. If there is no parent or 
guardian, the court shall appoint a responsible person. 


(2) The court order approving the admission shall specify the 
maximum period of time for which the person is admitted to the 
residential facility. In no case shall this maximum period exceed 
one (1) year. 


(3) If at any time during the period for which a person is admitted 
to a residential facility for an extended period of habilitation and 
treatment, the professional person in charge of the resident decides 
that there exist sufficient community-based alternatives to provide 
adequate treatment and habilitation for the resident and adequate 
protection of the life and physical safety of the resident and others, 
or that it is in the best interests of the resident that he be trans- 
ferred to another residential facility, then he may release the resi- 
dent to such community-based alternative or transfer the resident 
to the other residential facility no less than fifteen (15) days after 
sending notice of the proposed release or transfer to the resident, 
his parents or guardian, the attorney who most recently represented 
the resident, if any, the responsible person appointed by the court, 
if any, and the court which ordered the admission. If the resident 
has been found unfit to proceed to trial notice shall be sent to the 
court which found the resident unfit to proceed to trial and to the 
county attorney and the attorney who represented the resident at 
the time the resident was found unfit to proceed to trial. If any 
of the parties so notified objects to the release or transfer, they may 
petition the court for a hearing to determine whether the release 
or transfer should be allowed. The hearing shall comply with the 
procedures set forth in section’ 38-1208. The court may on its own 
initiative inquire concerning the propriety of the release or trans- 
fer. Nothing in this subsection shall prevent the transfer of a resi- 
dent to a hospital or other medical facility for necessary medical 
treatment, or emergency transfer of a resident to a mental health 
facility, provided such emergency transfer complies with the statu- 
tory requirements for emergency detention of the mentally ill. 
Within twenty-four (24) hours of an emergency medical or psychi- 
atric transfer, notice shall be given to the parents or guardian of 
the resident, the responsible person appointed by the court, if any, 
and the court. 


(4) If the professional person in charge of the resident determines 
that the admission to the residential facility should continue beyond 
the period specified in the court order, he shall, at least fifteen (15) 
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days before the end of the period set out in the court order, send 
written notice of his recommendation and request for renewal of 


the order to the court which issued the order, the resident, his par- _ 
ents or guardian, the next of kin, if known, the attorney who most | 
recently represented the resident, if any, and the responsible person 
appointed by the court, if any. The recommendation and request — 


shall be accompanied by a written report which shall describe the 
habilitation plan which has been undertaken for the resident and 


the future habilitation plan which is anticipated by the professional © 


person. 


(5) If any person so notified requests a hearing, the court shall 
set a time and place for the hearing and shall mail or deliver notice 


to all of the persons informed of the recommendation. The hearing © 


shall be conducted in the manner set out in section 38-1208. If the 
court finds that the residential admission is still justified, it may 
order continuation of the admission to that residential facility or 
transfer of the resident to a different residential facility. If the 
court finds that the resident is still in need of developmental dis- 


abilities services but does not require residential treatment, it shall — 


order an appropriate course of community-based habilitation, or, if 
all parties are willing for the resident to participate in a com- 
munity-based program of habilitation, it shall dismiss the petition. 
If the need for developmental disabilities services no longer exists, 
the court shall dismiss the petition. The court shall not order con- 
tinuation of admission to a residential facility which does not have 
an individualized habilitation plan for the resident. In its order, the 


court shall make findings of fact on which its order is based. The © 


court may on its own initiative inquire concerning the suitability 
of continuing an admission to a residential facility.’ 


Section 4. Section 38-1215, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


‘38-1215. Limitation on who takes treatment. No person who has 


reached the age of majority shall be compelled against his will to — 


undertake a course of treatment and habilitation solely because he 
is developmentally disabled, but only if such disability causes him 
to be unable to protect his life or health or to protect the life or 
safety of others.’ 


Section 5. Section 38-1216, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘38-1216. Emergency admission. The parents, guardian, the person 
himself, or a professional person may admit a person believed to 
be developmentally disabled to a residential facility on an emer- 
gency basis when necessary to protect the person or others from 
death or serious bodily harm. However, if requested by the parents, 
guardian or the person admitted on an emergency basis, a petition 
as set out in section 38-1205 shall be filed on the next judicial day 
by the county attorney of the county where the person resides. If 
a petition is filed, the professional person assigned by the court to 
conduct the examination and inquiry shall report back to the court 
on the next judicial day following the filing of the petition. Once 
a petition is filed, continued detention in the residential facility 


shall be allowed only on order of the court when necessary to protect } 


the respondent or others from death or serious bodily harm. In no © 


case shall an emergency admission to a residential facility continue 
for longer than thirty (30) days without subsequent proceedings 
before the court.”

Medical Malpractice Panel Act’. 


Section 2. Purpose. The purpose of this act is to prevent where pos- 
sible the filing in court of actions against health care providers and 
their employees for professional liability in situations where the 
facts do not permit at least a reasonable inference of malpractice 
and to make possible the fair and equitable disposition of such 
claims against health care providers as are or reasonably may be 
well founded. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this act, the following definitions 
apply: 


(1) ‘Health care provider’ means a physician licensed to practice 
medicine in Montana or a hospital, hospital-related facility, or long- 
term care facility. 


(2) ‘Malpractice claim’ means any claim or potential claim against 
a health care provider for medical treatment, lack of medical treat- 
ment, or other alleged departure from accepted standards of health 
care which proximately results in damage to the patient, whether 
the patient’s claim or potential claim sounds in tort or contract, and 
includes but is not limited to allegations of battery or wrongful 
death. 


‘Panel’ means the Montana medical malpractice panel provided for 
in (section 4)*. 


Section 4. Montana medical malpractice panel. (1) The Montana 
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medical malpractice panel is created. The panel is attached to the 
Montana supreme court for administrative purposes only, except 
that 82A-108(2) does not apply. The panel shall review all malprac- 
tice claims or potential claims against health care providers covered 
by this act, except those claims subject to a valid arbitration agree- 
ment allowed by law or upon which suit has been filed prior to the 
effective date of this act. 


(2) Those eligible to sit on the panel are health care providers li- 
censed pursuant to Montana law and residing in Montana and the 
members of the state bar of Montana. 


(3) Claimants shall submit a case for the consideration of the 
panel prior to filing a complaint in any district court or other court 
sitting in Montana by addressing an application, in writing, signed 
by the patient or his attorney, to the director of the panel. 


(4) The director of the panel shall be appointed by the executive 
director of the Montana medical association, subject to the approval 
of the chief justice of the Montana supreme court. The director shall 
serve at the pleasure of, and the director’s salary shall be set by, 
the executive director of the Montana medical association, subject 
to the approval of the chief justice. 


Section 5. Compensation of the panel and staff — facilities for 
offices and hearings. (1) All members of the panel shall be paid 
a salary in the amount of $40 an hour, under guidelines promul- 
gated by the Montana supreme court. 


(2) All members of the panel, the director, and his staff are 
entitled to travel expenses incurred while on the business of the 
panel, as provided in 59-538, 59-539, and 59-801, but such expenses 
shall be approved by the director before payment is made. 


(3) The panel may provide for the administration of oaths, the 
receipt of claims filed, the promulgation of forms required by this 
act, the issuance of subpoenas in connection with the administra- 
tion of this act, and the performance of all other acts required to 
fairly and effectively administer this act. 


(4) The director, subject to the approval of the chief justice, may 
employ and fix the compensation for clerical and other assistants 
as he considers necessary. 


(5) The panel shall maintain adequate offices, in which its records 
shall be kept and its official business transacted. 


(6) Panel hearings may be held in any county the panel considers 
necessary or advisable. The county commissioners or other gov- 
erning authority shall provide, upon request of the director of the 
‘panel, suitable facilities for any such hearing. 


Section 6. Funding of act. (1) There is created a pretrial review 
fund to be administered by the director exclusively for the purposes 
stated in this act. The fund and any income from it shall be held 
in trust, deposited in an account, and invested and reinvested by 
the director with the prior approval of the director of the Montana 
medical association. The fund may not become a part of or revert 
to the general fund of this state but shall be open to auditing by 
the legislative auditor. 


(2) To create the fund, an annual surcharge shall be levied on all 
health care providers. The amount of the assessment shall be set 
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by the director, who shall allocate a projected cost among health 
care providers on a per capita basis. The director may provide a 
different allocation upon approval by the supreme court. Surplus 
funds, if any, over and above the amount required for the annual 
administration of the act shall be retained by the director and used 
to finance the administration of this act in succeeding years, in 
which event the director shall reduce the annual assessment in 
subsequent years, commensurate with the proper administration of 
this act. 


(3) The annual surcharge for 1977 shall be paid on or before Sep- 
tember 1, 1977, and annually thereafter on or before the date physi- 
cians’ annual registration fees are due under 66-1042. The director 
has the same powers and duties in connection with the collection 
of and failure to pay the annual surcharge as the department of 
professional and occupational licensing has under 66-1042 in 
connection with physicians’ annual registration fees. 


Section 7. Panel decision required — application. (1) No malprac- 
tice claim may be filed in any court against a health care provider 
before an application is made to the panel and its decision is 
rendered. 


(2) The application shall contain the following: 


(a) a statement in reasonable detail of the elements of the health 
care provider’s conduct which are believed to constitute a malprac- 
tice claim, the dates the conduct occurred, and the names and 
addresses of all physicians and hospitals having contact with the 
claimant and all witnesses. Any amendments to the application 
must be filed not less than 14 days prior to the hearing date. 


(b) a statement authorizing the panel to obtain access to all medi- 
cal and hospital records and information pertaining to the claim 
and, for the purposes of its consideration of this matter only, waiv- 
ing any privilege as to the contents of those records. Nothing in 
that statement may in any way be construed as waiving that privi- 
lege for any other purpose or in any other context, in or out of court. 


Section 8. Application procedure. (1) Upon receipt of an application 
for review, the director or his delegate shall cause to be served a 
true copy of the application on the health care providers involved. 
Service shall be effected pursuant to the Montana rules of civil 
procedure. If a health care provider involved chooses to retain legal 
counsel, his attorney shall informally enter his appearance with the 
director. 


(2) The health care provider shall answer the application for 
review and shall submit a statement authorizing the panel to 
inspect all medical and hospital records and information pertaining 
to the application and, for the purposes of such inspection only, 
waiving any privilege as to the contents of those records. Nothing 
in the statement waives that privilege for any other purpose. 


(3) In instances where applications are received employing a 
theory of respondeat superior or some other derivative theory of 
recovery, the director shall forward the application to the state 
professional societies, associations, or licensing boards of both the 
individual health care provider whose alleged malpractice caused 
the application to be filed and the health care provider named a 
respondent as employer, master, or principal. 
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(4) The panel director shall cooperate fully with the claimant in 
retaining a physician qualified in the field of medicine involved, 
who will consult with the claimant upon payment of a reasonable 
fee by the claimant. 


Section 9. Panel selection. (1) Application for review shall be 
promptly transmitted by the director to the directors of the health 
care provider’s state professional society or association and the state 
bar, which shall each select three panelists within 30 days from 
the date of transmittal of the application. 


(2) If no state professional society or association exists or if the 
health care provider does not belong to such a society or association, 
the director shall transmit the application to the health care 
provider’s state licensing board, which shall in turn select three 
persons from the health care provider’s profession, and where appli- 
cable, to persons specializing in the same field or discipline as the 
health care provider. 


(3) Whenever there are multiple defendants, the case against each 
health care provider may be reviewed by a separate panel, or at 
the descretion of the panel initially appointed or by stipulation of 
the parties, a single combined panel may review all the claims 
against all parties defendant. 


(4) Three panel members from the health care provider’s profes- 
sion and three panel members from the state bar shall sit in review 
of each case. 


(5) In those cases where the theory of respondeat superior or some 
other derivative theory of recovery is employed, two of the panel 
members shall be chosen from the individual health care provider’s 
profession and one panel member shall be chosen from the profes- 
sion of the health care provider named a respondent as employer, 
master, or principal. 


(6) Any member shall disqualify himself from consideration of any 
case in which, by virtue of his circumstances, he feels his presence 
on the panel would be inappropriate, considering the purpose of the 
panel. The director may excuse a proposed panelist from serving. 


(7) Whenever a party makes and files an affidavit that a panel 
member selected pursuant to this section cannot, according to the 
belief of the party making the affidavit, sit in review of the applica- 
tion with impartiality, that panel member may proceed no further. 
Another panel member must be selected by the health care 
provider’s professional association, state licensing board, or the 
state bar, as the case may be. A party may not disqualify more 
than three panel members in this manner in any single malpractice 
claim, and the affidavit must be filed at least 20 days prior to the 
date of hearing. 


Section 10. Time and place of hearing. A date, time, and place for 
hearing shall be fixed by the director subject to (section 5 (6) of 
this act)*, and prompt notice thereof shall be given to the parties 
involved, the attorneys, and the members of the panel. In no 
instance may the date set be more than 120 days after the transmit- 
tal by the director of the application for review unless the panel 
finds good cause exists for extending the period. 


Section 11. Hearing procedures. (1) At the time set for hearing, 
the claimant submitting the case for review shall be present and 
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shall make a brief introduction of his case, including a resume of 
the facts constituting the alleged professional malpractice which he 
‘is prepared to prove. The health care provider against whom the 
claim is brought and his attorney may be present and may make 
an introductory statement of his case. 


(2) Both parties may call witnesses to testify before the panel, 
which witnesses shall be sworn. Medical texts, journals, studies, 
and other documentary evidence relied upon by either party may 
be offered and admitted if relevant. Written statements of facts by 
treating health care providers may be reviewed. 


(3) The hearing will be informal, and no official transcript may 
be made. 


(4) At the conclusion of the hearing, the panel may take the case 
under advisement or may request that additional facts, records, 
witnesses, or other information be obtained and presented to it at 
a supplemental hearing, which shall be set for a date and time cer- 
tain, not longer than 30 days from the date of the original hearing 
unless the attorney bringing the matter for review consents in writ- 
ing to a longer period. 


(5) Any supplemental hearing shall be held in the same manner 
as the original hearing, and the parties concerned and their attor- 
neys may be present. 


(6) No panel member may be called to testify in any proceeding 
concerning the deliberations, discussions, decisions, and internal 
proceedings of the panel. 


(7) No statement made by any person during a hearing before the 
panel may be used as impeaching evidence in court. 


(8) At least 10 days prior to the hearing, the director shall furnish 
to each panel member copies of all claims, briefs, medical records, 
and other documents the director considers necessary. 


Section 12. Panel deliberations and decisions. (1) At or prior to 
the time set for the hearing, the attorney members of the panel 
shall select a chairman who shall be an attorney and who shall 
preside over the panel deliberations. The deliberations of the panel 
are confidential. Upon consideration of all the relevant material, 
the panel shall decide: 


(a) whether there is substantial evidence that the acts complained 
of occurred and that they constitute malpractice; and 


(b) whether there is a reasonable medical probability that the 
patient was injured thereby. 


(2) All votes of the panel on the questions for discussion shall be 
by secret ballot. The decision shall be by a majority vote of those 
voting members of the panel who sat on the entire case. The deci- 
sion shall be communicated in writing to the parties and attorneys 
concerned, and a copy thereof shall be retained in the permanent 
files of the panel. 


(3) The decision shall in every case be signed for the panel by the 
chairman and shall contain only the conclusions reached by a 
majority of its members and shall list the number of members, if 
any, dissenting therefrom. The majority may briefly explain the 
reasoning and the basis for their decision, and the dissenters may 
likwise explain the reason for disagreement. 
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(4) The report of the medical review panel is not admissable as 
evidence in any action subsequently brought in any court of law. 
The copy of the report shall be sent to the health care provider’s 
professional licensing board. 


(5) Panelists and witnesses are absolutely immune from civil 
liability for all communications, findings, opinions, and conclusions 
made in the course and scope of the duties prescribed by this act. 


(6) The panel’s decision is without administrative or judicial 
authority and is not binding upon any party. The panel may 
recommend an award, approve settlement agreements, and discuss 
the same, all in a manner not inconsistent with this section, and 
all such approved settlement agreements are binding on the parties. 


Section 13. Director — rules of procedure. The director, in con- 
sultation with the state bar of Montana and subject to approval of 
the supreme court, is authorized to adopt and publish rules of 
procedure necessary to implement and carry out the duties of the 
medical review panel. No rules may be adopted, however, which 
require a party to make a monetary payment as a condition to 
bringing a malpractice claim before the medical review panel. 


Section 14. Tolling of the statute of limitations. The running of 
the applicable limitation period in a malpractice claim is tolled 
upon receipt by the director of the application for review and does 
not begin again until 30 days after the panel’s final decision is 
entered in the permanent files of the panel and a copy is served 
upon the complainant and his attorney by certified mail. 


Section 15. Maintenance of records. The director shall maintain 
records of all proceedings before the panel which must include the 
nature of the act or omissions complained of, a brief summary of 
the evidence expressed, the decision of the panel, and any majority 
or dissenting opinions filed. Any records which may identify any 
party to the proceedings may not be made public and are not subject 
to subpoena, but are to be used solely for the purpose of compiling 
statistical data and facilitating ongoing studies of medical malprac- 
tice in Montana. 


Section 16. Saving clause. This act does not apply to acts of mal- 
practice occurring prior to its effective date. 


Section 17. Severability. If a part of this act is invalid, all valid 
parts that are severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If 
a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the 
part remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable 
from the invalid applications. 


Section 18. Effective date. This act is effective upon its passage 
and approval.”

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor,

THE PROVISIONS OF TITLE 69, CHAPTER 49; PROVIDING FOR THE 
ISSUANCE OF VARIANCES; REQUIRING THAT LABORATORIES

CENSED; PROVIDING FOR THE COLLECTION OF CIVIL PEN-

1947.”, without my signature and recommend the attached amendment. 
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As the bill is now written, the penalty provisions contain a possible 
loophole. The language of the bill prescribes a penalty only for violation 
of the act or regulations adopted by the Department under the Act. This 
language is inadequate for two reasons: 


(1) The Board of Health, rather than the Department, adopts rules 
under the Act. 


(2) There is no reference to orders of the Board. Thus, presumably, 
there would be no way for the Board to enforce its orders under this act. 


The attached amendment clears up these technical difficulties by 
making any rule or order of the Board or Department issued under the 
provisions of the Act enforceable through this section. 


I respectfully urge your concurrence in this amendment.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor 
I return House Bill 301, “AN ACT AMENDING SECTION 82A-605 TO 
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REQUIRE THAT A VETERINARIAN ACTIVELY ENGAGED IN FOOD 
ANIMAL MEDICINE BE PLACED ON THE BOARD OF HEALTH”, 
without my signature and recommend the attached amendment. 


House Bill 301 requires that a veterinarian actively engaged in food 
animal medicine be placed on the Board of Health. While this does restrict 
the selection of candidates for the veterinary position to about 150 per- 
sons, I acknowledge the presence of a veterinarian could contribute bene- 
ficially to the work of the Board. My concern in not the appointment of 
the veterinarian, rather the schedule for implementation of the bill. In 
effect, the bill requires that the next appointment to the Board be that 
of a veterinarian. This operates unfairly to prohibit the reappointment 
of the present Board member whose term next expires, despite his profes- 
sional skills and experience as a Board member. 


The proposed amendment ensures that the wealth of the experience 
found among the present Board members need not be lost by prohibiting 
the reappointment of a present member, but fills the intent of House Bill 
301 be requiring that the next vacancy otherwise available be filled by 
a practitioner of veterinary medicine. 


I ask for your favorable concurrence in this amendment.

state’s citizens may occur. The prevention or mitigation of the 
effects of such energy shortages or disruptions is necessary for 
preservation of the public health and welfare of the citizens of this 
state. 


(2) Itis the intent of this act to: 


(a) establish necessary planning, information gathering, energy 
emergency powers for the governor and define the conditions under 
which such powers are to be exercised; 


(b) provide penalties for violations of this act. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act, the following defini- 
tions apply: 


(1) ‘Energy facility’ means a facility which produces, extracts, 
converts, transports, or stores energy. 


(2) ‘Energy’ means petroleum or other liquid fuels, natural or 
synthetic fuel gas, or electricity. 


(8) ‘Person’ means an individual, partnership, joint venture, pri- 
vate or public corporation, cooperative, association, firm, public util- 
ity, political subdivision, municipal corporation, government 
agency, joint operating agency, or any other entity, public or pri- 
vate, however organized. 


(4) ‘Committee’ means the energy policy committee established in 
[Section 3]. 


(5) ‘Council’ means the energy emergency advisory council estab- 
lished in [Section 6]. 


(6) ‘Distributor’ means any person, private corporation, partner- 
ship, producer, individual proprietorship, public utility, joint oper- 
ating agency, or cooperative which engages in or is authorized to 
engage in the activity of generating, producing, transmitting, or 
distributing energy in this state. 


(7) ‘Energy emergency’ means an existing or imminent domestic, 
regional or national shortage of energy which will result in a 
curtailment of essential services or production of essential goods, 
or the disruption of significant sectors of the economy unless action 
is taken to conserve or limit the use of the energy form involved, 
and the allocation of available energy supplies among users. 


(8) ‘Energy supply alert’ means a condition of energy supply on 
a national, regional, state or local basis which foreseeably will 
affect significantly the availability of essential energy supplies 
within the ensuing 90-day period unless action is taken under 
[Section 9] to reduce energy usage by state agencies and political 
subdivisions. 


Section 3. Energy policy committee. (1) There is established a 
legislative energy policy committee which consists of eight mem- 
bers. Two members shall be appointed by the senate committee on 
committees from the membership of the senate with no more than 
one member being appointed from the same political party. Two 
members shall be appointed by the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives from the members of the house of representatives with 
no more than one member being appointed from the same political 
party. The remainder of the members shall consist of the president 
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of the senate and the floor leader of the opposite party in the senate 
and the speaker and minority leader of the house of representatives. 
These four leadership members may each designate an alternate 
to serve for them, except during periods of declared emergency 
under [Section 10]. 


(2) The committee shall organize no later than 10 days following 
the close of the 1977 legislative session by electing one of its mem- 
bers to serve as chairman and one to serve as vice chairman. Five 
members of the committee shall constitute a quorum. 


(3) Members of the committee shall receive per diem and expenses 
for each day devoted to committee business in the same amount 
as for service on interim legislative committees. 


(4) Vacancies in the membership of the committee shall be filled 
in the manner of original appointment. A vacancy shall occur when 
a member ceases to be a member of the legislature. 


(5) The committee shall meet at its discretion. 


(6) The committee shall review, propose, and recommend legis- 
lation relating to the development and use of energy in Montana. 


Section 4. Supply of vital public services during an energy supply 
alert and energy emergency. The governor shall, with the advice 
of the committee, in developing provisions for the allocation, 
conservation, and consumption of energy, give due consideration to 
supplying vital public services such as essential governmental oper- 
ations, health and safety functions, emergency services, public mass 
transportation systems, food production and processing facilities, 
and energy supply facilities during conditions of an energy supply 
alert or energy emergency. In developing any energy allocation 
programs, provisions shall be made for the equitable distribution 
of energy among the geographic areas of the state which are 
experiencing an energy shortage. 


Section 5. Information obtainable by governor. (1) The governor 
may obtain information from energy resource producers, suppliers, 
public agencies, and consumers and from political subdivisions in 
this state necessary for him, with advice of the committee, to 
determine the need for energy supply alert and emergency declara- 
tions. Such information may include but is not limited to: 


(a) sales volumes by customer classifications; 


(b) forecasts of energy resource requirements for the particular 
type of energy involved for a period not to exceed 2 years; and 


(c) inventory of energy resources and reserves available for use 
in meeting a shortage in a particular energy source. 


(2) In obtaining information under subsection (1) of this section 
during a state of energy emergency the governor may subpoena 
witnesses, material, and relevant books, papers, accounts, records, 
and memoranda; administer oaths; and cause the depositions of 
persons residing within or without Montana to be taken in the 
manner prescribed for depositions in civil actions in district courts, 
to obtain information relevant to energy resources that are the 
subject of the proclaimed emergency of associated disaster. 


(3) In obtaining information under this section, the governor shall: 
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(a) seek to avoid eliciting information already furnished by a 
person or political subdivision in this state to a federal, state, or 
local regulatory authority that is available for his study; and 


(b) cause reporting procedures, including forms, to conform to 
existing requirements of federal, state, and local regulatory author- 
ities. 

(4) Nothing in this act shall require the disclosure by a distributor 
of confidential information, trade secrets, or other facts of a pro- 
prietary nature. 


(5) The governor shall forward to the committee such information 
collected under this section as the committee may request and shall 
advise the committee of the progress of the information gathering 
process. 


Section 6. Energy emergency advisory council. (1) There is estab- 
lished an energy emergency advisory council which consists of no 
more than twelve members appointed by the governor. The mem- 
bers shall include representatives of distributors and consumers of 
energy with equal representation from each interest. 


(2) The energy emergency advisory council shall provide informa- 
tion and advice to the governor throughout the energy emergency 
process described in [sections 4 through 10 of this act]. 


(3) The governor shall solicit the advice of the energy emergency 
advisory council throughout the information gathering, planning, 
and administrative process. 


(4) The energy emergency advisory council shall operate under the 
provisions of Title 82A, Chapter 1. 


Section 7. Submission and approval of curtailment plans. 


(1) The governor may at any time require a distributor of an 
energy resource to prepare for his approval a plan for the 
curtailment of the distribution of that resource in the event of a 
state of energy emergency. Plans shall be submitted in such form 
and within such limits as the governor shall specify, and shall 
recognize the obligations and duties which may be placed upon dis- 
tributors subject to this act by other jurisdictions, both state and 
federal. 


(2) Approval of plans for curtailment shall be based on the follow- 
ing factors: 


(a) the consistency of the plan with the public health, safety, and 
welfare; 


(b) the technical feasibility of implementation of the plan; 


(c) the effectiveness with which the plan minimizes the impact of 
any curtailment; 


(d) the needs of commercial, agricultural, retail, professional, and 
service establishments whose normal function is to supply goods or 
services, or both, of an essential nature, including but not limited 
to food, lodging, fuel, and medical care facilities; 


(e) the regional agreements or contracts of the distributors; and 


(f) the advice of the committee. 
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Section 8. In determining whether to declare an energy supply 
alert or energy emergency, the governor shall consider: 


(1) availability of regional and national energy resources; 
(2) local, state, regional, and national energy needs and shortages; 


(3) availability of short-term alternative supplies on a local, state, 
regional, and national basis; 


(4) the economic effect of such declaration and the implementation 
of any curtailment or conservation plans; and 


(5) any other relevant factors. 


Section 9. Energy supply alert. (1) The governor may upon finding 
that an energy alert condition exists, declare the same for a period 
of not longer than 90 days, setting forth the reasons therefor. Such 
declaration may be renewed for 90-day periods thereafter upon a 
finding that the energy alert condition will continue for such fur- 
ther period. 


(2) Whenever the governor has declared an energy supply alert, 
he may by executive order direct actions: 


(a) reducing energy resource usage by state agencies and political 
subdivisions; 


(b) promoting conservation, prevention of waste and salvage of 
energy resources and the materials, services, and facilities derived 
therefrom or dependent thereon, by state agencies and political 
subdivisions. 


Section 10. Energy emergency — powers of governor. In addition 
to his existing powers and duties, the governor shall have the 
following duties and special energy emergency powers subject to the 
definitions and limitations in this act: 


(1) The governor with the advice of the committee may, upon find- 
ing that a situation exists which treatens to seriously disrupt or 
diminish energy supplies to the extent that life, health, or property 
may be jeopardized, declare a condition or state of energy emer- 
gency, at which time all of the general and specific emergency 
powers further enumerated in this section shall become effective. 


(2) The condition of energy emergency terminates after 14 con- 
secutive days unless extended by a declaration of the legislature 
by joint resolution of a continuing condition of energy emergency 
of a duration to be established by the legislature. 


(3) The conditions of an energy emergency alternatively cease to 
exist upon a declaration to that effect by either of the following: 


(a) the governor; or 


(b) the legislature, by joint resolution if in regular or special 
session. 


(4) In a declared state of energy emergency, the governor may, 
with the advice of the committee: 


(a) implement such programs, controls, standards, priorities, and 
quotas for the production, allocation, conservation, and consumption 
of energy, including plans for the curtailment of energy; provided 
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that in so doing, the governor shall impose controls, quotas, or 
curtailments according to the nature of the end use to be made of 
the energy consistent with existing transmission and distribution 
systems serving the geographic area affected by the energy emer- 


gency. 


(b) suspend and modify existing pollution control standards and 
requirements or any other standards or requirements affecting or 
affected by the use of energy, including those relating to air or 
water quality control; and 


(c) establish and implement regional programs and agreements for 
the purposes of coordinating the energy programs and actions of 
the state with those of the federal government and of other states, 
localities, and other persons. 


(5) Nothing in this act means that any program, control, standard, 
priority quota, or other policy created under the authority of the 
emergency powers authorized by this act has any continuing legal 
effect after the cessation of a declared state of energy emergency. 


(6) If any provision of this act is in conflict with any other provi- 
sion, limitation, or restriction which is now in effect under any 
other law of this state, this act shall govern and control and such 
other law or rule promulgated thereunder is superseded for the 
purposes of this act. 


(7) Because of the emergency nature of this act, all actions author- 
ized or required hereunder or taken pursuant to any order issued 
by the governor are exempted from all requirements and provisions 
of the Montana Environmental Policy Act of 1971, including but 
not limited to the requirement for environmental impact state- 
ments. 


(8) Except as provided in this section, nothing in this act exempts 
a person from compliance with the provisions of any other law, rule, 
or directive unless specifically ordered by the governor, or unless 
impossibility of compliance is a direct result of an order of the 
governor. 


Section 11. Obligations of state and local executives. To protect 
the public welfare during conditions of energy alerts or emer- 
gencies, the chief executive of each political subdivision of the state, 
including local governments with self-government power, and each 
state agency shall carry out in his jurisdiction such energy supply 
alert or energy emergency measures as may be ordered by the 
governor. 


Section 12. Coordination with federal provisions. In order to attain 
uniformity, as far as is practicable throughout the country in mea- 
sures taken to aid in energy crisis management, all action taken 
under this act and all orders and rules made pursuant to it shall 
be taken or made with due consideration for and consistent when 
practicable with the orders, rules, actions, recommendations, and 
requests of federal authorities. 


Section 13. Immediate compliance. Notwithstanding any provision 
of law or contract to the contrary, all persons who are affected by 
an order issued or action taken pursuant to this act shall comply 
immediately. 


Section 14. Orders to distributors. The governor may order any 
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distributor to take such action on his behalf as may be required 
to implement orders issued pursuant to (section 10) and no distribu- 
tor or person is liable for actions taken in accordance with such 
order. 


Section 15. Liability. No distributor or person is liable for dam- 
ages to persons or property resulting from action taken in accord- 
ance with orders or regulations issued pursuant to this act or 
actions taken pursuant to orders, rules, actions, recommendations, 
and requests of federal authorities. 


Section 16. Rules and executive orders. Notwithstanding the 
exemption from the provisions of the Montana Administrative 
Procedure Act granted to the governor in Title 82, chapter 42, 
R.C.M. 1947, the governor may adopt rules necessary to implement 
this act and cause their adoption and publication to be completed 
in the same manner as the adoption and publication of agency rules. 
In addition, executive orders of the governor implementing provi- 
sions of this act shall be published in the Montana Administrative 
Register upon request of the governor. 


Section 17. Civil defense laws supplemented. The powers vested 
in the governor under this act are in addition to and not in lieu 
of emergency powers vested in him under Title 77, chapter 23, or 
any other law of Montana. 


Section 18. Penalties. A person convicted of violating this act is 
quilty of a misdemeanor. Each day of violation, after notice of viola- 
tion, shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 19. Section 79-2501, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘79-2501. Governor may authorize expenditure in case of emer- 
gency or disaster. The governor may authorize the incurring of 
liabilities and expenses to be paid as other claims against the state 
from the general fund, in the amount necessary, when an emer- 
gency or disaster justifies the expenditure and is declared by the 
governor, to meet contingencies and emergencies arising from hos- 
tile attacks, riots or insurrections, epidemics or disease, plagues of 
insects, fires, floods energy emergencies or other acts of God result- 
ing in damage or disaster to the works, building or property of the 
state or any political subdivision thereof, or which menace the 
health, welfare, safety, lives or property of any considerable 
number of persons in any county or community of the state, upon 
demonstration by the political jurisdiction that such political juris- 
diction has exhausted all available emergency levies, that the 
emergency is beyond the financial capability of the political juris- 
diction to respond, and for which no appropriation is available in 
sufficient amount to meet the emergency or disaster, or that federal 
funds available for such emergency or disaster require either 
matching state funds or specific expenditures prior to eligibility for 
assistance under federal laws.’ 


Section 19. Severability. If a part of this act is invalid, all valid 
parts are severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part 
of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part 
remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable from 
the invalid applications. 


Section 20. Period of effectiveness. This act is effective on passage 
and approval and shall remain in effect until March 1, 1979.”

Dear President McOmber and Speaker Driscoll: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby return House Bill 370, “AN ACT TO AMEND SECTIONS 87-103 
AND 87-104, R.C.M. 1947, TO PROVIDE FOR NONCHARGING FOR 
BENEFITS PAID TO NEWLY COVERED WORKERS DURING THE 
TRANSITION AND PROVIDE FOR FEDERAL REIMBURSEMENT TO 
STATES FOR THE COST OF REGULAR BENEFITS AND THE 50% OF 
EXTENDED BENEFITS PAID TO THESE NEWLY COVERED WORK- 
ERS AS PROVIDED FOR IN PUBLIC LAW 94-566, AS WELL AS TO 
CHANGE THE DURATION OF BENEFITS, THE METHOD OF 
DETERMINING ON AND OFF INDICATORS FOR EXTENDED BENE- 
FITS, AND THE BENEFIT SCHEDULE AND TO REVISE THE ORDER 
IN WHICH THE LAW IS WRITTEN.”, without my signature and recom- 
mend the attached amendment. 


The amendment revises the schedule used to determine the claimant’s 
duration of benefits. It is important that this schedule be amended since 
there was an oversight in the department’s preparation of the schedule. 
As written in the bill, the schedule denies benefits to individuals who 
otherwise qualify for the reason that they do have sufficient wage credits 
to establish a benefit amount of at least $12.00 per week. Since these 
persons have qualifying wages, it is only reasonable that they be entitled 
to the minimum duration of 12 weeks, and the revised schedule provides 
for this duration. The department has also suggested a slight adjustment 
in the array of ratios in order to avoid unfair reduction of duration where 
there is strong evidence of attachment to the labor force. 
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The attached amendment changes the schedule to alleviate these two 
problems while at the same time preserving the basic thrust of the legis- 
lation. As corrected by the attached amendment, House Bill 370 still ties 
the wage earnings of an individual during his base period to the duration 
of weekly benefit payments for which he is eligible. It is estimated that 
even with this proposed amendment, House Bill 370 will result in a 
savings to the unemployment compensation fund of about 1.3 million 
dollars over the next two years. 


I respectfully urge your concurrence in this amendment.

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observatories whether of public or private ownership, as are open 
to the public, without charge or fee at all reasonable hours, and 
are used for the purpose of education only. 


(2) When a clubhouse or building erected by or belonging to any 
society or organization of honorably discharged United States sol- 
diers, sailors or marines who served in army or navy of United 
States, is used exclusively for educational, fraternal, benevolent or 
purely public charitable purposes, rather than for gain or profit, 
together with the library and furniture necessarily used in any such 
building, such property is exempt from taxation, and all property, 
real or personal, in the possession of legal guardians of incompetent 
veterans of the World War or minor dependents of such veterans, 
where such property is funds or derived from funds received from 
the United States as pension, compensation, insurance, adjusted 
compensation, or gratuity, shall be exempt from all taxation as 
property of the United States while held by the guardian, but not 
after title passes to the veteran or minor in his or her own right 
on account of removal of legal disability. 


(3) All household goods and furniture, including clocks, musical 
instruments, sewing machines, wearing apparel of members of the 
family actually used by the owner for personal and domestic pur- 
poses, or for furnishing or equipping the family residence are 
exempt from taxation. 


(4) Freeport merchandise shall be exempt from taxation. Freeport 
merchandise means those stocks of merchandise manufactured or 
produced outside this state which are in transit through this state 
and consigned to a warehouse or other storage facility, public or 
private, within this state, for storage in transit prior to shipment 
to a final destination outside the state, and which have acquired 
a taxable situs within the state. 


Stocks of merchandise do not lose their status as freeport merchan- 
dise because while in the storage facility they are assembled, bound, 
joined, processed, disassembled, divided, cut, broken in bulk, rela- 
beled or repackaged. 


Any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association, or other 
group seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class shall 
make application to the state department of revenue in such man- 
ner or form as may be required by the department. 


(5) *(The following agricultural products are exempt from taxa- 
tion:) 

(a) All unprocessed, perishable fruits and vegetables in farm stor- 
age and owned by the producer are exempt from taxation. 


(b) All nonperishable unprocessed agricultural products except 
livestock, held in possession of the original producer for less than 
(seven ()7() months following harvest.

Such 
systems include all pipes, hoses, rollers, spray attachments, connec- 
tors, and other items integral to the functioning of a sprinkler irri- 
gation system, except pumps, installed and used on a farm or ranch, 
but exclude underground water distribution lines and other ele- 
ments of the system sufficiently affixed to land that they become 
real property.”

Dear President McOmber and Speaker Driscoll: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill 80, “AN ACT TO GENERALLY REVISE AND CLAR- 
IFY THE LAWS RELATING TO THE COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
AND PUBLIC EMPLOYMENT RELATIONS; AMENDING SECTIONS 
59-904, 59-907, 59-1602, 59-1605, 59-1606, AND 17-807, R.C.M. 1947.”, 
without my signature and recommend the attached amendments. 


Senate Bill 80 establishes the coalition method of collective bargaining 
for economic issues. However, the bill as now written does not clearly 
resolve two questions critical to coalition bargaining: 


(1) How the bargaining units involved in a coalition will be repre- 
sented in its decisions. 


(2) How the procedures to be used in ratifying economic packages will 
be established. 


The first and second of the attached amendments is a technical change 
to integrate Section 11 of Senate Bill 80 into the existing chapter. 


The third of the attached amendments resolves the question of repre- 
sentation in coalition decisions by providing that each bargaining unit will 
have one vote within the coalition. While the units composing a coalition 
will have a strong community of interest because each unit is committed 
to bettering the economic position of its members, one unit-one vote repre- 
sentation assures that those member preferences which distinguish the 
several units are fully expressed at the bargaining table. 


The fourth and fifth of the attached amendments clarify the manner 
in which procedures for ratification for a proposed agreement are adopted 
by the coalition. 


_I ask your assistance in making the coalition bargaining to be estab- 
lished by Senate Bill 80 more workable and effective. I therefore request 
your concurrence in these amendments.

I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the authority conferred upon 
me as Governor by the laws and constitution of the State of Montana do 
hereby return House Bill No. 724, “AN ACT PROHIBITING THE USE 
OF ASBESTOS-CONTAINING SPRAY MATERIALS IN CONSTRUC- 
TION; PROVIDING PROCEDURES FOR THE DEMOLITION OF 
BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES CONTAINING ASBESTOS INSULA- 
TION OF FIREPROOFING; PROVIDING PROCEDURE FOR USE OF 
OTHER FIBRATED PRODUCT OR COMPOUND; AND PROVIDING 
PENALTIES.”, without my signature and recommend the attached 
amendment. 


House Bill 724 provides, in Section 3, that demolition by toppling of 
asbestos-containing buildings may be supervised by the Department of 
Administration or its designee. No funding has been provided to the 
department for such supervision, and the department’s budget is not 
adequate to absorb the increased costs of such supervision. 


While this language is discretionary, it opens the possibility that the 
state might be found negligent for failing to supervise a demolition and 
be liable for damages. It is, therefore, requested that in the absence of 
appropriate funding, the mention of state supervision be stricken. 


I respectfully request your concurrence in this amendment.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker Driscoll: 


I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the constitutional powers con- 
ferred upon me as Governor, hereby return Senate Bill 44, “AN ACT TO 
BRING THE COAL TAX DISTRIBUTION FORMULA INTO COMPLI- 
ANCE WITH THE THE MONTANA CONSTITUTION AS AMENDED IN 
1976 BY CREATING A TRUST FUND; REVISING THE PERCENTAGES 
DISTRIBUTED TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS AND STATE PROGRAMS 
AND THE PROGRAMS FUNDED THEREUNDER; AMENDING SEC- 
TIONS 50-1803, 50-1806, 82-3710, AND 84-1319, R.C.M. 1947.”, without 
my signature and recommend the attached amendments. 


For the biennium ending June 30, 1979, Senate Bill 44 allocates two 
and one-half per cent of the coal severance taxes to the Fish and Game 
Department. This money is to be used for operation and maintenance, as 
well as acquisition, of state parks. 


The budget of the Fish and Game Department contemplates that this 
coal tax money will be available for operation and maintenance of all state 
parks during the coming biennium. Senate Bill 44, as passed, limits oper- 
ation and maintenance and expenditures from this source to only those 
state parks which have been acquired with coal tax monies. This limita- 
tion would force the department to close other parks, or reduce services 
provided to other parks for lack of operation and maintenance funding. 
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The attached amendments make the coal severance tax monies going | 
to the department available for operation and maintenance of all state 
parks, as well as for the acquisition of new parks. By its location in the 
section, this amendment applies only to the monies expended in the 
coming biennium.
